LACK OF UNDERSTANDING IN U.S. OF SOVIET INTERESTS 


[LD211535] [Editorial Report] Moscow PRAVDA in Russian 18 February 1980 
publishes on page 6 under the heading “Us and Them" a 2,000-word article 
by Yuriy Apenchenko contrasting the amount of information about life in 
the United States available to Soviet citizens via literature and the 
media with the scant amount of information about the USSR available to 
Americans against the background of “ever new reports of the buildup of 
tension in Soviet-U.S. relations." Ignorance of the Soviet way of life, 
Apenchenko continues, extends to Americans’ knowledge of World War II: 
"Without knowing how gravely the war entered the life of each, literally 
each, of us, Americans cannot understand the Soviet person's position in 
the present situation, which has been so acutely complicated, and, no 
less important, their own role in the world." Emphasizing that the 
United States, unlike the USSR, had no direct experience of the devas- 
tating effects of World War II, Apenchenko states that the Soviet Union 
can see that what President Carter calls spheres of U.S. vital interests 
"thousands of kilometers from American shores are at the same time 
regions adjacent to Soviet territory" and argues that the United States, 
although well supplied with news media, "at critical times is provided 
with only that information which does not mention the main thing--the 
gist of what is happening.” He notes in conclusion that while U.S. 
newspapers point out that “the escapades of the present U.S. leaders are 
explained not least by election interests," in the Soviet Union the 
reputation of any leader would be destroyed "were the public to suspect 
that the interests of the country's security were being sacrificed to 
political vanity and the desire to show himself to be a ‘strong 
personality.'"

AGITPROP DEPUTY DISCUSSES NEW IDEOLOGY DECREE

/Text/ The CPSU Central Committee Decree "On the Further Improvement of 
Ideological and Political Educational Work" was met with enormous interest 
in our party and country, as well as abroad. Friends note the enormous 
generalizing force of this document, its adherence to principle, the seri- 
ousness of the tasks set in it and the universal historical importance of 
the experience gained by the CPSU. Our ideological opponents also recog- 
nize the great importance of the appraisals and outlined measures, which 
are contained in the decree, but at the same time take the opportunity to 
speak negatively about communist propaganda and to make new insinuations 
concerning Marxist-Leninist ideology in general. 


The All-Union Conference of Ideological Workers, which discussed the pro- 
gress of the fulfillment of the above-indicated decree and the ways of ac- 
complishing the tasks posed in it, was held in October 1979. And again the 
questions of CPSU ideological work were at the center of attention of the 
world public. The Soviet people followed the work of the conference with 
great attention. The report of M. A. Suslov, “A Matter of the Entire Par- 
ty," which he gave at the conference, contains important theses on a wide 
range of theoretical and practical problems of education, in it the demands 
of the party on ideological work are revealed and made concrete. The con- 
ference generalized the experience gained in implementing the decree, em- 
phasized the great importance of using the most effective forms of ideologi- 
cal and political educational work and sharply criticized the shortcomings 
in this activity. The report of M. A. Suslov is being studied with enor- 
mous interest by communists and nonparty people. 


What envoked such great attention to questions of ideological work and to 
this specific CPSU Central Committee decree? Let us note first of all two 
circumstances. 
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1. “Our party, which is true to Lenin's behests," L. I. Brezhnev notes, 
"proceeds from the fact that ideological work is a very important front of 
the struggle for communism, on which our achievements in economic develop- 
ment, the strengthening of the might and the prosperity of the socialist 
homeland depend considerably" (L. I. Brezhnev, "Aktual'nyye voprosy ideolo- 
gicheskoy raboty KPSS" /Urgent Problems of CPSU Ideological Work/, Vol 2, 
Moscow, 1978, p 442). The effectiveness of the development of our r society is 
directly and immediately dependent on what the sentiment of the people is, 
how willing the people are to understand and overcome the etill existing 
difficulties, what the extent of responsibility of the Soviet people is. 
It is a matter of how successfully we implement the principles and idea’ 
of Marxist-Leninist doctrine, of what is dear to us, by what we live, in 
what our present and future lie. 


2. The CPSU Central Committee decree is an important theoretical document, 
in which urgent questions of the theory of public conscience and education- 
al activity are examined. It is also an imocrtant political document, since 
it concerns the broad masses of workers, their attitude toward the state 
and the development of socialist democracy. Education is regarded in it 

not only as the task of special instituti os and ideological workers, but 
also a partywide, statewide matter. 


Continuity and purposefulness are characteristic of this document. It 
rests on the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress, the experience and tradi- 
tions which have been created and gained by our party and state on the 
basis of Lenin's instructions. At the same time it makes the goals and 
tasks of ideological and political educational work even more concrete. 


The practical nature of the decree attracts particular attention. The as- 
piration to ensure the achievement of the program goals of our party and 
its solution of specific problems of the building of communism are rein- 
forced in it by an entire ~stem of practical organizational measures. 


And, finally, in the decree the state of affairs in the field of political 
and ideological educational work is rated frankly and pointedly, the 
achievements and shortcomings in it are discussed, a warning is given about 
the danger of underestimating the consequences of these shortcomings. All 
this is entirely in the spirit of the traditions of our party. It is pos- 
sible to recall such documents, for example, as the CPSU Central Committee 
decrees of 14 November 1938, "On the Organization of Party Propaganda in 
Connection With the Publication of the Short Course of History of the All- 
Union Communist Party (of Bolsheviks), of 9 January 1960, "On the Tasks of 
Party Propaganda Under Present Conditions" and others. The assessments and 
organization of ideological work, which were given at the November (1978) 
CPSU Central Committee Plenum by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, were reflected in 
the CPSU Central Committee Decree "On the Further Improvement of Ideologi- 
cal and Political Educational Work." 


In its decree the party Central Committee appeals not only to communists, 
but also to all the workers and each person individually. Noteworthy 
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in this respect is the statement in the press of Art Dir. cor of the Moscow 
Academic Art Theater imeni M. Gor'kiy 0. Yefremov, who wrote: "When read iy 
the austere, capacious | ..ee of the decree, which a.e filled with profound 
meaning, it was quite natural to ponder: What am I doing today on the set 
of the movie studio and in the rehearsal hall of the theater? And am I 
correct in the arguments and conflicts, without which, »trictly speaking, 
art ca not be created? And is my own human and creative position profound 
and true enough?" (ISKUSSTVO KINO, No 9, 1979, p 4). Every Soviet indi- 
vidual should have only such an approach--a responsible, concerned ap- 
proach--for each of us is obliged to make his own contribution to the gen- 
eral cause of communist education. 


The decree is win i ovsly called a decai ed prog: am 4) commeafet duce 
tion of the werxers. The use of new extensive opportuniiies for .complish- 
ing the program goals of our party inthe area of forming a communist con- 
sciousness of the Soviet people is discussed in it. 


These goals are the education of all workers in the «*’ it of great inceg- 
rity and devotion to the socialist homeiand, to the cause of communism, and 
of a communist attitude toward labor and public property, the complete over- 
coming of the survivals of bourgeois views and morals, the all-round, har- 
monious development of the individual and the creation of a genuine abun- 
dance of spiritual culture. 


Under the new conditions the CPSU Central Committee gave in this decree an 
exhaustive assessment of the state of affairs in the area of propsganda and 
agitation, indicated the ways of further increasing its scientific l.vel and 
of strengthening its aggressive nature and link with life; showed the need 
to enhance its role in expediting scientific and technical progress, dis- 
seminating advanced production know-how and developing the labor and polit- 
ical activeness of the workers; outlined specific measures on the improve- 
ment of the teaching of the history, theory and policy of the party, the 
improvement of political education, agitation and the mass media, the en- 
hancement of the role of science, literature and art in the matter of educa- 
tion; demanded of all communists the consolidation of the unity of word and 
deed, the link of propaganda and education with practical work. 


The party is studying the solution of all the problems of communist educa- 
tion in close connection with economic development. The constant improve- 
ment of all economic activity and the party measures on the improvement of 
ideological work are two integral, inseparable, complementary aspects of the 
activity of our party. The two CPSU Central Committee decrees, which were 
adopted one after the other in April and July 1979--"On the Further Improve- 
ment of Ideologic:l and Political Educatior>1 Work" and "On the Further 
Improvement of the Economic Mechanism and the Tasks of Party and State 
Organs"--are evidence of this. 


In his speech at the November (1979) CPSU Central Committee Plenum L. I. 


Brezhnev, in comprehensively analyzing the development of the Soviet econ- 
omy, provided the party, soviet, economic, scientific and propaganda 
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personnel and all the workers with a thorough understanding of the tasks 
facing the country, gave a clear direction to all the activity on the de- 
velopment of the economy, as well as on the improvement of organizational, 
mass political and ideological work. He emphasized that the CPSU Central 
Committee Decree "On the Further Improvement of Ideological and Political 
Educational Work" makes the appeal that party propaganda and party agita- 
tion be as objective as possible and respond convincingly and competently 
to all the questions which worry the people. "And less, comrades," he said, 
“ostentation and sensation, less of what V. I. Lenin called ‘political 
blather’. 


To ensure a high scientific level of propaganda and agitation, its link 
with life and aggressiveness means first of all to rely firmly and exten- 
sively on the achievements of mature socialism and on the creative deve op- 
ment of Marxism-Leninism, to master the material thoroughly and to explain 
skillfully both the achievements and the problems of our development. 


On the basis of the thorough consideration uf the new social experience and 
the careful analysis of the vital needs of the material and spiritual pro- 
gress of society the CPSU Central Committ: e headed by the true continuer of 
the cause of the great Lenin and the ou.standing figure of modern times, 

L. I. Brezhnev, is doing much work on the creative development of the 
theory of Marxism-Leninism. The importance of the theoretical activity of 
our party, especially the elaboration of the doctrine of mature socialism 
as a long, historically necessary stage of the emergence of the communist 
formation and the transition to its highest phase is described in the re- 
port of M. A. Suslov. The direction of theoretical activity, which con- 
cerns public conscience and educational work, is integrally connected with 
this doctrine. 


Materialist dialectics, eccording to V. I. Lenin's definition, is the living 
soul of Marxism-Leninism. ‘lowever, the ability to use dialectics as a gen- 
eral theory of development, as the logic and theory of knowledge means the 
capability and courage to see the processes taking place in society in their 
contradictory development, in the struggle of various trends and phenomena. 
To be able to perceive what is essential and to express it as precisely as 
possible, to place the corresponding theoretical generalization at the 
service of practice--the true following of Lenin's teaching of dialectics 
consists in this. The decisions of the party congresses, the CPSU Central 
Committee decrees and the works of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev and other party 
leaders are an example of a dialectical approach to the analysis and gener- 
alization of the most complex processes of social development. 


Both the achievements and some problems in the area of the development of 
the consciousness, the education and the culture of the Soviet people are 
the basis of the decree "On the Further Improvement of Ideological and Po- 
litical Educational Work." Our achievements in the formation of the new 
man, in the development of science, cultural and public education, it is 
stated in the CPSU Central Committee decree, are great and are widely known 
throughout the world. Indeed, our party and our society were the first in 
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history to be able to form among the broad masses of wo.xe.. traits of a 
collective, internationalist consciousness and devotion to communist ideals. 
On this basis, with allowance made for the demands of scientific and tech- 
nical progress and the present level of development of production, at the 
24th and 25th congresses our party set the practical task of comprehensive- 
ly developing the abilities of the worker of socialist production. 


Communist education and the comprehensive development of the individual are 
taking place under difficult conditions which are encumbered with various 
negative tendencies and facts, among which, for example, it is possible to 
mention such things as the inadequate educational and o.cupational level . 
a portion of th» population and tae great amount of unskilled labor, on 
which society has to spend considerable capiti); the vioiation of the laws 
and regulations of socialist community life, ugly vestiges of the past, 
various shortcomings of a subjective order, which are inimical to socialism: 
demographic problems; the lag of the production of a number of goods and 
services behind the real needs of the population and others. All these are 
serious realities, which it is impossible not. ‘ake intwu accvunt, but 
which, however, do not give grounds to cast doubt on our achievements. 


In solving the set tasks we are relying on the richest gained experience. 

A mighty information and propaganda staff has been created in the country. 
Skilled cadres, who enjoy the deserved respect and love of the party and the 
people, have been formed, but it should not be forgotten that the concrete 
historical conditions of work are changing, new conditions are emerging and 
the requirements are correspondingly increasing. Taking this into account, 
the CPSU Central Committee noted that the quality and level of our ideologi- 
cal work do not always conform to the increased educational and cultural 
level and needs of the Soviet people and at times inadequately take into 
account the dynamic nature of the socio-economic processes and the spiritual 
live of contemporary Soviet society. Let us take the increase of the edu- 
cational and cultural level of the people. Thus, whereas in 1939 there 
were 108 people with a higher and secondary (complete and incomplete) edu- 
cation per 1,000 people and in 1959 361, in 1979 there were 581. And the 
workers without a higher education also have good political training, and 
for this reason the mandatory consideration of these peculiarities is re- 
quired. Moreover, at present the amount of political information and the 
means of its conveyance has increased considerably. In practice in the 
USSR each family subscribes to three or four newspapers, 96 percent of the 
population is covered by the first all-union television channel. Special- 
ists claim that at vresent the amount of information is doubling every 
eight years. 


In all political educational work we should rely on rich theoretical and 
political material. It includes the new USSR Constitution, the decisions 
of the 25th CPSU Congress, which specify precisely the main directions of 
ideological work at the present stage, the two-volume collection of works 
of General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee and Chairman of the 

Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet L. I. Brezhnev, "Aktual'nyye voprosy 
ideologicheskoy raboty KPSS" /Urgent Problems of CPSU Ideological Work/, 
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and his books "Malaya zemlya" /The Small Land/, "Vozrozhdeniye" Revival/ 
and "Tselina" /The Virgin Land/, which introduced fresh and pro uctive 
trends in ideological educational and sociopolitical work. The 25th CPSU 
Congress indicated the main way to increase the ideological and theoretical 
level and effectiveness of this work--a comprehensive approach to the organ- 
ization of the entire matter of education, the assurance of the unity of 
ideological-political, labor and moral education with allowance made for 

the features of the different groups of the population. 


At times people ask: Did we really work in the past without consideration 
of the requirements of completeness? In the very first years of Soviet 
power V. I. Lenin set the task of a comprehensive approach to education. 
And the party in the practical implementation of Lenin's behests is striv- 
ing to solve the main questions of education comprehensively. And neve.- 
theless in the early 1970's the attention of party organizations to the 
comprehensive approach in educational work was stepped up. Communists be- 
gan to raise more and more persistently the question of improving the co- 
ordination of all means of education, of covering all strata and groups of 
the population more completely by educational influence and of developing 
the long-range planning of ideological work. All this was generalized and 
called the “comprehensive approach" in the CPSU Central Committee Decree 
"On the Work on Selecting and Educating Ideological Personnel in the Party 
Organization of Belorussia," and then was formulated at the 25th party con- 
gress as one of the important tasks of the organization of communist edu- 
cation. 


It stands to reason that the comprehensive approach does not mean uniform 
attention to the different directions of educational work or the lack of a 
main link in the chain of events, after the seizing of which it is possible 
to pull out the entire chain. In other words, the comprehensive approach 
does not exclude the possibility oi evaluating the role, importance and 
peculiarities of different aspects of educational activity and does not 
rule out primary attention to the leading tasks of education. Thus, for 
example, at the 25th CPSU Congress, when the task of the comprehensive ap- 
proach was formulated, che need for the inculcation in the Soviet people of 
communist consciousness, the willingness, will and ability to build commu- 
mism was indicated. And in the CPSU Central Committee Decree "On the Fur- 
ther Improvement of Ideological and Political Educational Work" it is em- 
phasized that "the formation among the Soviet people of a scientific world 
outlook, selfless devotion to the cause of the party and to communist 
ideals, love of the socialist homeland and proletarian internationalism was 
and remains the heart of ideological and political educational work" (Mos- 
cow, 1979, p 9). Therefore in the process of labor, moral, esthetic, pa- 
triotic, international and atheistic education this heart should never be 
lost sight of. 


However, while attaching great importance to the comprehensive approach to 
the matter of education, we should not go to the extreme, which could arbi- 
trarily be called a kind of "mania for comprehensiveness," when a specific 
vital matter, the concern about the improvement of education in the 
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collective, at the school, at the higher educational institution and in 

the family are replaced by general talk about the benefit of comprehensive- 
ness. Precisely a lack of concern about specific people, about the im- 
provement of affairs in a specific section may often be concealed behind 
such talk. 


It should be noted that after the 25th CPSU Congress the attention of party 
organizations toward labor and especially moral education increased con- 
siderably. The favorable experience gained in this respect was generalized 
in the CPSU Central Committee Decree "On the Implementation by the Orsk 
Gorkom of the CPSU of the Comprehensive Solution of the Problems of Ideo- 
logical Educa’ ional Work." 


The statement of the task of the comprehensive approach to education, on 
the one hand, and the complexity and diversity of the ideological processes 
and the large number of people participating in them, on the other, require 
more extensive, more systematic scientific work in this area. Thus, at the 
All-Union Conference of Ideological Workers it wir °-.ed that scientific 
institutions are still inadequately elaborating the problems of moral edu- 
cation, that the introduction of the comprehensive approach to communist 
education is being carried out slowly, because its scientific method prin- 
ciples have been poorly elaborated. 


Proposals were introduced at the conference to include questions of educa- 
tion and ideological work in the plans of scientific work of higher educa- 
tional institutions and scientific research institutes and to increase the 
coordination of scientific research and the concentration of scientific 
forces on the elaboration of methods and methodological problems of ideo- 
logical work. 


The CPSU Central Committee also directed attention to the fact that the 
nature of the sharply aggravated ideological struggle on the international 
arena is not always properly taken into account in political educatio ual 
work. The CPSU Central Committee is indicating the need to launch an ideo- 
logical offensive against imperialism and hegemonism, militarism and the 
reaction. The increase of the prestige of the ideas of K. Marx, F. Engels 
and V. I. Lenin and the strength of the example of mature socialism are 
placing our ideological opponent on the defensive, are frightening him and 
therefore are causing his furious resistance and attacks on Marxism- 
Leninism, real socialism and the policy of detente. Imperialist propagan- 
da, with which the propaganda of the Beijing chauvinists and aggressors is 
now openly cooperating, is constantly waging a savage offensive against the 
minds of the Soviet people, is striving by the most refined methods and 
modern technical means to poison their consciousness with slander of Soviet 
activity, to slander socialism and adorn imperialism and its predatory, in- 
human policy and practice. Distorted information and the tendentious cov- 
erage of the facts, suppression, half the truth and simply the shameless 
lie--everything is being launched. 
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That is why it is necessary to teach each person a class, party approach to 
the appraisal of all the actions of the class enemy and an understanding of 
the fact that to expect from this enemy impartiality, objectivity in polit- 
ical questions and in questions of the social sciences is unpardonable 
naivete. The sometimes apparent "“nonparty nature" and "objectivism" of 
bourgeois propaganda are only camouflage, a screen of the dictatorship of 
monopoly capital. 


Using diverse factual material, it is necessary to help the Soviet people 

in a qualified manner to recognize all the falsity of this slanderous prop- 
aganda, to expose its perfidious methods in a clear, concrete and convincing 
form, to bring to the people of the earth the truth about the first coun- 
try of victorious socialism in the world, to show, especially young people, 
that bourgeois propaganda and bourgeois radio always and under all circ m- 
stances are forms and means of the struggle against socialism, forms and 
means of the defense of the interests of capital. Thus, for example, the 
propaganda sensation, which was launched by bourgeois means of information 
concerning the ostensibly existing military threat on the part of the USSR, 
is a claim, which is most ridiculous and absurd from the military and polit- 
ical point of view and in reality is called upon to intimidate the European 
inhabitant, to evoke in him a negative, frightening image of the Soviet 
Union and at the same time to conceal its aggressive goals, to justify the 
stepping up of the arms race and to distract people from their own political 
and economic problems. 


This is especially obvious at present, when discussions on SALT-II, which 
was signed by the Soviet Union and the United States, have been launched 
throughout the world, after the proposals of L. I. Brezhnev on force and 
arms reduction in Central Europe, which he advanced in Berlin. The NATO 
bosses responded to these concrete proposals, which are filled with a pro- 
found meaning, with the decision on the additional deployment of American 
weapons in Europe, thereby striking a serious blow to the cause of detente. 
The world has again and again been given an opportunity to be convinced of 
the peaceable intentions of the Soviet Union, the CPSU and the Soviet 
people. 


Historical experience shows that our political and propaganda efforts are 
supported extensively and actively by the peoples of foreign countries, 
which is attested by their support of our proposals on the halt of the pro- 
duction of neutron weapons, the peaceful demonstrations of the masses 
against the new NATO decisions, as well as the failed imperialist "human 
rights" campaign. 


Socialism has created a fundamentally new system of social relations with a 
new system of rights and freedoms of the working man. It has eliminated 
from real life the dominion of exploiters and capital. Under these condi- 
tions bourgeois propaganda always was and is faced with the task of justi- 
fying the glaring social equality, unemployment and national discrimina- 
tion, which are characteristic of capitalism, and so forth. Precisely for 
this purpose bourgeois propaganda in various ways, in different combinations 
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presents the claims that the dominion of capital means the equality of all 
members of society before the law, that unemployment is almost a blessing 
in the form of free time, that the bitter class strugle is a manifestation 
of genuine freedoms, while the outburst of individualism and crime is genu- 
ine freedom of the individual. Suffice it to recall the statement of T. 
Larson, former head of the department of research of Soviet and East Euro- 
pean affairs in the U.S. Department of State, in his book "Soviet-American 
Rivalry" that in the USSR rights are exercised in the context of class and 
national relations, while in the United States rights are guaranteed to 
every person, regardless of his property and social status. And this is 
said about a country of millionaires, multimillionaires and billionaires, 
“bout a country of unbridled business! What guarantee of the rights of a 
p. cson regardless of his social status can th:re be under such «~ ‘itions? 


In this connection it should be said that at times some inaccuracy o:curs 
in our propaganda. It is claimed that in capitalist countries rights are 
of a formal nature, and that is the end of it. In reality this question is 
more complicated. The rights of capitalists are bv ro means a formality, 
but a reality: the higher the status a person has in bourgeois society, the 
more opportunities and rights he has. On the other hand, the workers in 
capitalist society have certain real rights, the rights which they won in 
bitter class battles and by no means received as good deeds of the bour- 
geoisie. Precisely in these battles they wrested from it the right to have 
their own parties, press and so on. However, the majority of rights under 
capitalism are indeed formal. They are merely declared, but are not backed 
by economic and political guarantees. These and similar principles, the 
party teaches us, should be the methodological basis of all aggressive 
propaganda work and the exposures of bourgeois propaganda. 


Our class enemy has been dreaming a long time about setting up some sem- 
blance of legal opposition in the socialist countries. For this purpose 
the problem of dissidents is being blown up by him. The experience of his- 
tory shows that the gigantic revolutionary matter, which we are carrying 
out, does not do without weak and wavering people, without traitors and 
turncoats. The same Larson states that the stepping up of the activity of 
dissidents within the USSR and outside it has as its goal the dissemination 
of anti-Soviet and anticommunist ideology. In this way once again the 
simple truth is confirmed that whoever raises a voice against Soviet power 
inevitably is in the camp of the anticommunists and serves monopoly capi- 
tal, and its most unbridled part. Such is the inexorable logic of the 
class struggle. 


One of the most important tasks of ideological educational and information 
work is to help the Soviet people to recognize all the falsity of slander- 
ous bourgeois propaganda and to expose its perfidious methods in a clear, 
concrete and convincing form. 


For the purposes of the thorough exposure of the subversive, hostile activ- 
ity of the class enemy, the increase of the political vigilance of the So- 
viet people, their readiness and ability to defend the ideological positions 
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of socialism the criticism of our class enemy on Central Television, in the 
press and party education was stepped up considerably after che adoption of 
the decree. 


In the decree and at the All-Union Conference of Ideological Workers much 
attention was devoted to the content, the improvement of the forms of 
organization and methods, to the language and style of propaganda and agi- 
tation. Of course, the humanistic, scientific content of the ideas and 
policy of the CPSU plays amost important role in the organization of party 
propaganda, but one must not underestimate how some principle or another 
is formulated, substantiated, pronounced or written. 


Although we have made certain gains in ideological work, yet we have to 
speak about such serious shortcomings in propaganda and agitation as the 
evasion in some instances of the main issues, formalism, banality, a dull, 
"bureaucratic" style of the materials and verbal blather. The coverage in 
the press and mass political work of such questions as the acceleration of 
scientific and technical progress, the introduction of the achievements of 
science and technology in the national economy, the increase of labor pro- 
ductivity, work efficiency and quality and the strictest economy of mate- 
rials, raw materials, fuel, power and financial assets is still insuffi- 
ciently effective. 


What is the reason for these shortcomings? First of all the level of the 
qualification and skill of the personnel. However, they are rarely rooted 
in the detachment of propagandists, journalists and lecturers from real life 
problems, situations, practical decisions and so forth. The inability, 
perhaps the reluctance, to see all the complexity and contradictoriness of 
the development of society is also one of the serious causes of the short- 
comings of propaganda activity. Meanwhile, if in life people deal with 
real problems, difficulties and conflicts, while propaganda bypasses them, 
the dullness and formalism of propaganda itself and, consequently, distrust 
and skepticism with respect to it are at hand. It is necessary to step up 
the struggle against all these phenomena. 


Propaganda skill can and needs to be taught, but it is even more important 
to designate the specific goals which should be sought, the specific nega- 
tive phenomena which should be overcome. 


In the decree it is indicated as an urgent political task to show vividly 
the greatness of communist ideals, the all-conquering force of Marxism- 
Leninism, the tireless fruitful activity of the CPSU on the consolidation 
of the might of the Soviet homeland and the increase of the well-being of 
the people, the historical advantages and achievements of socialism, to 
cultivate in all the Soviet people a sense of pride in the socialist home- 
land, to promote the consolidation of the unity and solidarity of the So- 
viet people (See: "O dal'neyshem ulushchenii ideologicheskoy, politiko- 
vospitatel'noy raboty: Postanovleniye TsK KPSS" /On the Further Improvement 
of Ideological and Political Educational Work: A Decree of the CPSU Central 
Committee/, p 7). At the same time the party is also warning about the 
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possibility of recurrences of philistine, petty bourgeois psychology. A 
the All-Union Conference of Ideological Workers it was said that a clas:- 
political appraisal of manifestations of philistine morals and their psy- 
chology had lost its edge here and there. The party set the task: "In the 
system of party training, economic education, Komsomol political educa- 
tion and mass forms of propaganda the thorough study oi the works of K. 
Marx, I’. Engels, V. I. Lenin, the history of the CPS. the documents of the 
23d, 24th and 25th party congresses, the works of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev 
and other party leaders must be ensured. To emphasize here the loyalty of 
the CPSU to the principles of Marxism-Leninism, the tireless collective 
activity of the party on the creative development of the Lneory and prac- 
tice © ««foentific communism" (Ibid., p © 


Our parcy and people are celebrating on a broad scale the 110th anniversary 
of the birth of V. I. Lenin. In its decree "On the 110th Anniversary of 
the Birth of V. I. Lenin" the (PSU Central Committee characterized the ecs- 
sential features of Leninism, its significance for the present liberation 
Struggle anc the building of a new society, the ictivity of the party and 
the people on implementing the behests of V. I. Lenin and the tasks of the 
further study of Lenin's theoretical legacy. As is known, the present 
school year in the system of party education began with the theme: "Lenin- 
ism Is the Revolutionary Banner of Our Age." In all 17 syllabuses for 
theoretical seminars were prepared: "V. I. Lenin and the CPSU on the Build- 
ing of Socialism and Communism," "The Socialist Way of Life," "Problems of 
the Development of the Political System of Soviet Society," "Urgent Prob- 
lems of the Building of the Party," "The Moral Code of the Builder «f Com- 
munism," "Problems of the Ideological Struggle on the World Arena," "On the 
Foreign Policy of the Soviet State," "V. I. Lenin and the CPSU on Communist 
Morals" and others. At the same time the more thorough study of the his- 
tory of the CPSU, the three components of Marxism-Leninism, the biography 
of V. I. Lenin and urgent problems of current policy is necessary. Here 
the role of the independent acquisition of political knowledge by the work- 
ers is especially being enhanced. 


The task of organizing mass political work so that not one question of the 
workers would remain unanswered is one of the most important tasks out- 
lined in the decree. In order to organize the work precisely in this way, 
it is necessary, it is stated in the decree, to constantly equip our agi- 
tation and propaganda personnel with theoretical and political knowledge, 
to instruct and inform them on a day-to-day basis and on specific questions. 
In order to fulfill these instructions of the CPSU Central Committee, the 
cycle: a directive on the theme, then instruction of agitators and polit- 
ical information officers; their meeting with the workers; survey informa- 
tion on the work which has been done; the analysis of the results of the 
work, including the questions raised by the audience, the taking of steps 
and again a directive and so on, should be strictly maintained. 


If we speak about enhancing the role of the press, radio and tei:vision in 
the matter of propaganda, here at least four things, as is indicated in 
the decree, should be at the center of attention: a) the elucidation of

such most important questions as the acceleration of scientific and techni- 
cal progress, the quickest possible introduction of the achievements of 
science and technology in the national economy and so on; b) the drive for 
the mass introduction of the advanced know-how of individual workers and en- 
tire labor collectives; c) the increase of the competence of journalistic 
statements; d) the skillful use of criticism for eliminating the shortcom- 
ings in our life. 


At the conference it was stated that any manifestation of passivity of the 
organs of the press is intolerable because in our life there are still many 
unsolved problems, shortcomings, and at times ugly phenomena, which contra- 
dict the essence of the socialist way of life. These shortcomings and aii: 
ficulties arise from bureaucracy, indifference, the laxity of some w kers 
of different ranks or, as is most often the case, their defense not «i 
State, but of departmental and regional interests. At the conference it 
was also noted that more interesting and important critical materials have 
now begun to appear in the press, on radio and television. The competition 
of collectives, which are using the L'vov s:stem of product quality con- 
trol and are working according to the Shchekino, Ipatovskiy and Yampol' 
methods and according to the method of the brigade of construction workers 
of N. Zlobin, as well as the experience or the Leningrand and Krasnoyarsk 
enterprises on the comprehensive solution of the questions connected with 
the construction of the Sayano-Shushenskaya GES, for example, are being 
covered extensively by means of newspapers, television and radio. 


In recent times something has also been done in the direction of the im- 
provement of efficiency and the increase of the amount of information. 
Thus, the amount of time allocated for information on international events 
has been increased, the new program "The World Today" has been introduced, 
"The Beacon" has begun to broadcast the latest news every 15 minutes. Po- 
litical observers have begun to speak more often on urgent questions. The 
TASS information service has changed over to 24-hour operation. A new in- 
ternational programin English, which has received an international response, 
has been introduced on Radio Moscow. However, on the whole it still cannot 
be said that the organs -f the press have begun the thorough, comprehensive 
implementation of the set tasks. A very, very large amount of work still 
has to be done here. 


In the report of M. A. Suslov it was especially emphasized that the unity 
of word and deed and agitation by deed are of decisive importance in effec- 
tively influencing the consciousness and behavior of man. The meaning and 
importance of the educational influence of the word can be seriously under- 
mined where instead of painstaking, everyday work chatter thrives, where 
after a lecture on the policy of economy people see in the plant yard cor- 
roding metal, abandoned machine tools and so forth. 


In the CPSU Central Committee decree much attention is devoted to the ques- 
tion of the urity of propaganda and practical action. And at the All-Union 
Conference of Ideological Workers it was emphasized that the participation 
of management personnel in educational work consists not only in the fact 
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that the director of the enterprise conducts political lessons and gives re- 
ports himself, but also in the fact that he takes into account the situa- 
tion, the atmosphere, which is created as a result of management and admin- 
istrative activity. As was noted at the conference, one out of four of 
those discharged from an enterprise changes his place of work due to dis- 
satisfaction with the conditions and content of labor. it is well known 
that many workers are still engaged in difficult, unproductive, poorly 
mechanized processes. Meanwhile, examples are known, when entire areas are 
successfully solving the problems of mechanization and the reductiun of 
manual labor. Apparently much here depends not only on production manag” 3, 
but also on ideological organizations, on their skillful statement o! these 
question; .s applied to specific enterprises and on t..eir persisteice aod 
adherence to principle. 


And finally, here it should be a matter of the indispensable involvement of 
all workers in sociopolitical practice, of the organization of their regu- 
lar information about administrative activity on the scale of the enter- 
prise, its subdivisions, the city, the rayon, the viliage, the oblast and 
the republic. Without publicity there is no and can be no public active- 
ness, the activeness about which the party Central Committee speaks in its 
decree. 


The CPSU Central Committee is raising pointedly and directly the q «stion 
of the incompatibility of the interests of the matter with the tendency to 
smooth over, to avoid unsolved problems and urgent issues, to gloss over 
the shortcomings and difficulties which exist in real life, for this does 
not help the matter, but only complicates the solution of the problems 
facing us. 


The need for the effective, efficient reaction to the critical remarks of 
the workers and the statements of the press, for the discussion on the 
basis of principles of the materials in which important questions of eco- 
nomics, communist education, public life and the extensive publicity of 
cases of the suppression of criticism are raised, is emphasized anew in the 
CPSU Central Committee decree. Much attention was devoted to these ques- 
tions at the conference. 


The confirmation of a critical style in work and of an efficient reaction 
to criticism is hard, protracted, complicated and intricate, but extremely 
necessary work. For the activeness of the masses is not only the decisive 
condition of the building of communism in general, but also a guarantee of 
success in education and in the control of shortcomings. 


The aim of the CPSU Central Committee decree at the consideration of the 
specific nature of various social groups in the matter of communist educa- 
tion is of great importance. It speaks about the work in labor collectives 
and hostels, in the city and the countryside, at educational institutions 
and in small collectives and so on. Here what is meant is the specific 
nature not of such large groups as workers or peasants, men or women, young 
people or retirees. The true specific nature of educational work begins 
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where and when we encounter collectives of miners, textile workers, drivers, 
construction workers, salespeople and so on and so forth. 


In the decree particular attention is devoted to questions of the improve- 
ment of educational work with young people. The concern of the older gen- 
erations about the education of young people takes the form first of all of 
engaging young people in a specific matter. Idleness is the very soil on 
which negative phenomena of various sorts can and do spring up. Labor in 
the family, labor at school, labor in society, the careful attitude of 
elders toward what young people are engaged in, how they spend their leisure 
time, at what their attention is directed and, finally, exactingness--these 
are the main conditions which create a positive educational influence and 
are decisive in the education of active and conscientious citizens of soci- 
ety. In this connection I would like to emphasize the positive influenme 
which student construction detachments, educational brigades, sports and 
labor camps and so forth have on young people. Unforcunately, far from all 
young people are being involved in their activity and the problem of free 
time among young people remains. Our belles lettres and movies have exam- 
ined such a remarkable page of our history as the student construction de- 
tachments. How many glorious deeds have be: n accomplished here, how many 
dramas have been experienced, how many etrong characters have been forged! 
But where are the fascinating story and the movie, which would tell about 
these interesting and brilliant pages of the life of our young people? 
They do no exist. But they are very necessary. 


The family was and remains the most important tool of influence on all as- 
pects of the formation of the personality. Precisely for this reason it is 
necessary to concentrate educational and preventive efforts on close work 
with unfortunate families. The importance of ensuring the effective com- 
bination of educational and preventive work in labor collectives and at the 
place of residence is emphasized in the decree. It would be useful to make 
generally accessible the work experience of the councils for the prevention 
of offenses of the Moscow Motor Vehicle Plant imeni Likhachev, the Leningrad 
Admiralty Association, the Arsenal Plant imeni V. I. Lenin, the Azovstal' 
Plant imeni Ordzhonikidce in the Ukraine, the Magnitogorsk Metallurgical 
Combine imeni Lenin, the Vladimir Chemical Plant and other leading collec- 
tives of the country. 


fhe competition of shops, brigades and sections for the title "collective 
without offenses" has become here an interesting form of the involvement of 
labor collectives in the matter of moral education. The collective of the 
Vladimir Chemical Plart, at which measures of an educational and preventive 
nature are being persistently implemented in each shop, was the initiacor 
of this competition. The results of this work are tallied quarterly. A 
system of daily information on the part of the militia about breaches of 
the peace has teen set up. A strict procedure of discussing offenders in 
the collectives on the day the information is received has been introduced. 


The experience of the chemical workers has been widely disseminated in 
Vladimirskaya Oblast. Commissions and councils for the prevention of 
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offenses have been set up at enterprises. Each month they analyze the 
state of the moral microclimate. And this, as experience shows, in fact 
ensures a steady tendency for law and order to be strengthened and for 
crime to be reduced, 


All this atlests that under present conditions the attention, which the 
party organizations, soviets, Komsomol and the public are devoting to 
people, to young people, to their needs, their requirements, their daily 
Life and leisure time, is of decisive importance for the improvement of 
educational work and the moral climate at the enterprise, in the city or in 
the countryside. 


The success of ideological work depends entirely on the theoreti al and 
methods level of the propaganda personnel and also depends decisively on 


party leadership and the work of the primary party organizations, raykoms 
and gorkoms.

BROMLEY, TSAMERYAN DISCUSS NATIONALITY THEORY 
Bromley on National Theory, Practice 
Moscow NAUCHNYY KOMMUNIZM in Russian No 1, 1980 pp 58-69

ffext/ The ideological struggle on issues concerning the essence of a 
nation, its place and role in the social development has gone on since the 
rise of nations. The tension of the struggle constantly increased in the 
intensification of class struggle. 


As V. I. Lenin noted, in Marxism itself, two theories of nations struggled: 
the authentic Marxist, scientific, materialistic one and the psychological, 
idealistic one, which was put forth by the so-called "astro-Marxists," in 
particular 0. Bauer. According to the first one, a nation arises as a new 
social community as a resu't of establishing bourgeois economic ties. The 
second theory was built upon substituting the meaning of "nation" by the 
meaning of "nationality." On this basis the "astro-Marxists" developed a 
theory and program of "cultural-national autonomy." R. Shpringer, 0. Bauer 
and their followers insisted that a nation seemingly was not situated in 
some essential tie with territory, and that its establishment occurs on the 
basis of "national consciousness." This specific type of nationalism was 
picked up by all nationalistically oriented parties, particularly by the 
Bundists, Mensheviks, liquidators and Trotskyites in Russia. As V. I. Lenin 
said, this was "'the invasion of one of 12 languages' of opportunism upon 
our Marxist program..." (Lenin, V. I. Complete Collection of Works, Vol 25, 
p 257). The Bolsheviks were forced to sustain a determined struggle in 
order to direct the national social-democratic organizations in Russia on 
the path of internationalism. 


The criticism of V. I. Lenin and his comrades-in-arms of the extraterri- 

torial principle of forming nations from people of a single nationality who 
live in different countries, was an issue of the day in the struggle against 
nationalism, and later the urgency of this criticism increased even more as

the intensity of class-social contradictions in the world, attempts to con- 
trast class division by national division increased, and to soive social 
problems on the basis of national criteria rather than class criteria. 
Moreover, various aggressive circles more and more widely use the concept 
of "cultural-national autonomy," and more and more insistently they deny 

a community of territory as necessary signe of a nation as well as a com- 
munity of economic ties, so that having substituted the meaning of "nation" 
by the meaning of "nationality," speculate with national (ethnic) origins 
of people in order to create fifth columns out of them. This is how 
Zionists operate who consider people belonging to the Jewish nationality, 
who live in any part of the world, as representatives of the mythical 
"universal Jewish nation"; this is how Hitlerites behaved and how revenge-- 
seekers of the FRG are behaving in reference to Germans, and the Chang Kai-- 
shek followers and the present Beijing leaders in reference to the Huaqiao-- 
people of Chinese origin (ethnic Chinese), who live in other countries, 
which will be discussed in greater detail below. 


Naturally, all of this attracts the particular attention to the problem of 
the correlation between the meaning of "nation" and "nationality." 


V. I. Lenin comprehensively developed and elaborated the materialistic, 
historical-economical theory of nations. According to this theory, a 
nation is a product of social-historical development. It rises as a new 
social community on the basis of establishing capitalistic economic ties. 
Economic and political consolidation of nations assumes the unity of 
earlier feudally broken up areas into a common national territory, as well 
as the development of a single literary language in the newly evolved 
society. The struggle for the consolidation of a nation develops national 
self-consciousness. 


Bourgeois specialists on the theory of nations until now interpret a nation 
as some spiritual community, an incognizable "item within itself" and 
criticize V. I. Lenin for the fact that he connects the establishment of 
a nation with the rise of capitalism. The power of Lenin's theory of a 
nation is concluded in singling out a nation's social essence from all of 
its characteristics. Even in his first notable work "What are the 'Friends 
of the People' and How do They Struggle Against Social-Democrats?", 

V. I. Lenin developed the theory of nations as a component part of the 
teachings of a materialistic understanding of history. He comes out 
against mixing nations with a race and a tribe, against attempts to repre- 
sent a nation as a natural phenomenon, and as the further continuation and 
complication of tribal ties. The creation of "national ties was none 
other," writes V. I. Lenin, "than the creation of bourgeois ties" (Lenin, 
V. I. Complete Collection of Works, Vol I, p 154). He develops this idea 
in subsequent works and invariably underscores that a nation arises as a 
social-historical phenomenon, as the "unavoidable product and unavoidable 
form of a bourgeois era of social development" (Lenin, V. I. Complete Col- 
lection of Works, Vol 26, p 75). Characteristic features of a nation, 

V. I. Lenin considered to be: "Language and territory. The main thing. 
sgeenemne tg) Historical character" (Lenin's Collection of Articles 
XXX, p 53). 
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Constantly underscoring the class-social essence of a nation, V. I. Lenin 
simultaneously gave a great deal of attention to its ethnic features which, 
actually, determine the "nationality of the nation" (a F, Engele expres- 
sion--Author), ae well as nationalities or ethnographic group. 


There are many historical forms of communities of people, but of them it 1s 
namely the tribes, nationality, and nation which exist and develop in an 
ethnic form. Therefore, they are frequently called social-ethnic communi- 
ties. Moreover, they should more exactly be called ethno-social communities, 
in order to underscore the fact that the point is such social formations, 
which are different from other historical societies of people (class, strtu 
and so on), are characterized by ethnic particular features which comprise 
a special st:ucture for containing the indicated communities and their 
particular form of existence. Consequently, it would be a great mistake 

to interpret the meaning of "ethno-social community" in such a way as if 
the social and ethnic elements exist and develop within it in parallel form 
and autonomously and as such comprise two essential features of a nation. 

A nation contains not two essential features--social and ethnic, but one-- 
social (in the broad meaning of this word), which has various aspects 
including social-economic and a social-cluss and ethnic one, which can be 
interpreted as a form of existence for the nation. Of course, since any 
form is connected with its content, then the ethnic form is not separate 
from the social-economic one and the social-class content of the nation, 
but encompasses it and is determined by it. In this way, with all of its 
concentration, this form itself is a product of social-economic development, 
and therefore is part of the social essence of the nation and nationality. 
In general, upon using the terms "national" and "social" their differences 
to a certain degree are conditional: in the first case, we have in mind 
the ethnic-social one (but not ignoring the social aspect of the national 
one), and in the other--the class-social one. V. I. Lenin underscored that 
the meaning of "nation" cannot be founded upon "artificial abstraction of 
the contradictions between vhose classes which founded this 'nation'" 
(Lenin, V. I. Complete Collections of Works, Vol 2, p 221). 


The ethnic aspect, being a product of a definite social development, which 
appears as a form of existence of a class-social content of this or that 
nation, naturally is found to be united with this content. Unity of con- 
tent and form does not mean that they cannot be studied separately, 
examining their specific features which show their various roles in this 
unity. Moreover, elucidating the differences in the wiity often assumes 
a fundamentally important significance. In this case, difference in the 
meaning of "nation" and "nationality" has an exclusively theoretical and 
practical meaning. 


"Nation" and "nationality"--are ideas which are interrelated, but not 
identical. Distinguishing these ideas is necessary because in various 
parts of the world, people live (often in whole groups) by one and the same 
nationality, without representing the same name nation (or nationality, 
since the latter also appears on the basis of territorial-economic ties). 
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National minorities in various nations, if they preserved their language, 
have definite features of their culture (although in each country these 
features carry the influence of local culture in one way or another), and 
the basis of their nationality remains. The nationality of such extra- 
territorial groups, just as the nationality of nations and peoples, can be 
defined by comparing them with one another. Such a comparison shows that 
nationalities represent more or less large groups of people, which differ 
among themselves by language, some features of culture and character, and 
self-consciousness of an ethnic (national) belonging. 


It is very important to differentiate the concept of "nation" from the con- 
cept of "nationality," in order to understand why a nation or a people, 

in the process of building socialism, basically keeping their ethnic fea- 
tures (their nationality), fundamentally change their social type (their 
social essence), and become socialists on their economic basis, class 
structure, cultural development, and spiritual makeup. A socialist nation 
(or nationality), of course relatively firmly, keeps its community of 
territory, language and other ethnic features, but fundamentally new indi- 
cations appear; the common character of economic and social-political 
interests, the general features of spiritual makeup, as well as an 
increasing international unity with other socialist nations, broad and 
deep international ties with the universal class struggle against 
capitalism. 


It is exactly this fundamental alteration of the class-social content of 
the nation which demands that it be given (along with a general definition 
of the nation) a special definition, which can be formed, for example, in 
the following manner; a socialist nation--is one which grew out of a 
nation or nationality of a capitalist community in the process of liqui- 
dating capitalism and building socialism, a new social society of people 
who preserved (although it received a qualitatively new development) 
certain ethnic features, but the entire structure of the political, social- 
economic and spiritual life was fundamentally transformed to socialist, 
internationalist foundations (see NAUCHNYY KOMMUNIZM: UCHEBNIK DLYA VUZOV, 
Moscow, 1978, p 339). 


In this definition, ethnic features of a nation are united with its new 
content. But again, if in this unity no specific feature of the ethnic 
aspect is seen, which consists of the fact that a break in the class-social 
essence of a nation is combined with its relative unbroken ethnic develop- 
ment, then it is truly impossible to comprehend the profound content and 
meaning of V. I. Lenin's programmed thesis on the divarication of a nation 
and its culture in an antagonistic society. Under socialism ignoring 
ethnic features in the development of national communities in the policy, 
particularly in cultural construction, would bring on a great loss to the 


flourishing and drawing together of the nations, peoples, and their fra- 
ternal friendship. 


If the unity of the class-social essence of a nation with its ethnic form 
of existence is understood as an abstract identity, in which it is 
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impossible to see what is related to class-social aspect and what is re- 
lated to the ethnic one, then, of course, one may doubt, as some do, that 
this Leninist thesis "refers only to its social aspect and does not touch 
upon the ethnic side of a nation (its 'nationality' ).” 


A nation is not a conglomerate of "sides" or "parts," but a whole system 
having its essence and existence united and the divarication of a nation 
in a capitalist society actually in essence does not touch upon the ethnic 
features of language, territory, ethnic levels of culture and so on. When 
V. I. Lenin wrote: "There are two nations in each modern nation...There 
are two national cultures in each national culture. There is a Great 
Russian culture of the Purishkeviches, Guchkovs and Struves,--but there 
also is a Great Russian culture characterized by the names of Chernyshev- 
skiy and Plekhanov" (Lenin, V. I. Complete Colletion of Works, Vol 24, 

p 129),--of course, he knew well that Purishkevich or Guchkov were Russian 
by nationality, but did not represent the Russian nation, its authentic 
interests. Mainly, in differentiating the idea of "nationality" and "na- 
tion," in each nation with developed capitaiism, V. I. Lenin saw "two 
nations," having a common netionality. 


In order to understand the fundamental importance of differentiating the 
indicated concepts, it is enough to understand the essence of that ideo- 
logical struggle around these ideas, which is going on particularly 
intensely between the FRG and the GDR. 


Thus, the bourgeois policies and ideologies of the FRG and even the pre- 
sentation of the problem; is the former united Germany a united nation-- 
is considered to be a seditious, cowardly permitting the disintegration of 
the German nation. DIE WELT on 9 Mar 68 wrote: "Germans now have a most 
difficult task which can be given to some nation, and namely it is the 
task to remain a single nation without the protective cover of a govern- 
ment, which includes the 1.2tion in itself." This task disengages itself 
from reality. Ethnic-social processes under the conditions of GDR and 
under the conditions of FRG most obviously show that a decisive factor in 
defining the essence and makeup of a nation are unavoidably the social-- 
class moments before which language and other ethnic factors retreat. 
There are two German ethno-social communities--the capitalist and the 
socialist nation. Therefore presenting the issue on reuniting these two 
nations which contrast in their social essence, within the existing 
boundaries of social-political systems has no realistic foundation. As it 
was stated in the Summary Report of the Central Committee of the Socialist 
Unity Party of Germany to its 8th party Congress, "it is quite apparent 
that all of the jabber in the West concerning the so-called 'wmity of the 
German nation,' of some 'special' character of relations between the GDR 
and FRG must help those whose policy still is directed at undermining the 
social and economic foundations of our republic" (8th Congress of the 
Socialist Unity Party of Germany. Moscow, 1971, p 32-33). 


This undermining work intensified after the socialist government of GDR was 
recognized in 1972 by FRG. Since that time, the entire sharpness of the 
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ideological struggle between them has been focused on the issue: does a 
single German nation exist or are two German nations developing which are 
opposite in their social type? Bourgeois ideologists (Maoists are joined 
by them) are attempting to prove that the German nation "is not a political 
concept," but represents only "a community of language and culture." Re- 
ducing the essence of the nation to its ethnic parameters, the reactionary 
circles of FRG found their policy for reuniting Germany on chauvinistic 
talking at great length about "common origin," "common blood," and "common 
soul." The myths created on this basis (just as religious beliefs) are 
firm and capable of influencing the imagination of average people and their 
consciousness and behavior. However, objective reality more and more con- 
vinces one of the mistake of narrowing the self-consciousness of a nation 
to "a purely" ethnic basis. 


As a result of socialist reforms, the nation itself in GDR has become a 
socialist one, although ethnic features have remained within it which are 
common with the German nation of the bourgeois FRG. The reality has become 
such that in GDR and in FRG people now live who are of the same German 
nationality, but they are citizens not only of different nations, but even 
of nations which are opposite in their social essence. Not understanding 
this reality leads to the fact that the attention is fixed upon the external 
obvious relatively uninterrupted ethnic development and the most important 
and decisive feature which is forgotten or placed upon a secondary plane, 
namely, that the uninterrupted development of the previous social-class 
essence of the nation has been intengupted and that in the GDR a nation 
with a new social type has appeared. 


The workers of GDR have a socialist native land, and the concept of "home- 
land" is not connected with geographic boundaries of the former German 
Reich for them. In GDR the historical basis of the nation has changed 
fundamentally, the social-class structure of the nation has chanred, its 
guiding and directing strength has become the working class under the 
guidance of which the exploiting classes were eliminated, which had spread 
a chauvinist and nationalistic ideology, and socialist classes developed. 
A decisive role in all of this belongs, of course, to the socialist govern- 
ment, which, having become the political basis for the development of the 
nation, placed under it a new, socialist economic and ideological-- 
theoretical base, ensured the development of a socialist culture in com- 
parison with a national one in form, due to which a new cultural community 
was created. 


The nation and the government are not the same thing, but one must see the 
dependent character of the development of a nation from a socialist type 
of government. There are nations which do not have a government, but when 
there is a government, and moreover a socialist one, it plays a tremendous 
role in forming the nation and in developing its self-consciousness. The 
people of GDR do not simply realize their ethnic affiliation. They have 

a socialist national self-consciousness in the broad sense of the word and 
they realize the community of their socialist state, their political-- 
cultural-historical value and role with other nations of socialist 
countries, and their socialist patriotism. 
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The example of GDR confirms the Leninist idea about the fact that it is not 
only the national question, but the nation of social determinism, The 
character of national feelings and self-consciousness to a great extent 
depends upon the social type of the government and upon its policy, The 
socialist government of GDR was a form of political organization of the 
nation, and its reformation into a socialist nation, The fundamental 
restructuring of the entire social-economic, political and spiritual life 
in GDR develops self-consciousness of the socialist nation. 


However, these new realities are difficult to admit for those who place the 
ethnic aspect in a nation above the class-social one. In particular, the 
speech made by Chancellor of FRG H. Schmidt at the Bundestag in June 1979 
attests to this. "The idea of the existence of a special nation which is 
distinct from the Germans in the federated republic, including some other 
in comparison, national consciousness," he said, "was and remains unrea- 
listic...we would deny our responsibility if we pretended that we refuted 
the idea of a single German nation. Even the Poles did not do this, in 
spite of the very long division." 


Here again, on the basis of substituting tue concept of "nation" with the 
concept of "nationality" the fundamental difference between a socialist 
nation and a nation with a bourgeois society is refuted and the fact is 
ignored that revolutionary reform of the entire social-economic, political 
and spiritual life in GDR led to the development of a new, socialist self-- 
consciousness of the nation. 


In his speech at the celebration meeting devoted to the 30-year anniversary 
of the establishment of GDR, E. Honecker said: "Under the leadership of 
the working class great changes during the last three decades have occurred 
not only in the material bases of social life. The spiritual makeup of our 
people has changed completely. A most important result of the socialist 
revolution is the new man. The fact that today socialist patriotism and 
proletarian internationalism, the spirit of friendship between nations and 
an anti-imperalist solidarity have so widely been distributed and firmly 
strengthened in our nation,--all of this is our invaluable achievement" 
(PRAVDA, 1979, 7 October). 


In regards to the reference made by H. Schmidt on Poland during the time of 
its division, it should be stated that then the Poles did not give up the 
idea of re-establishing the artificially destroyed Polish nation, which at 
the time lost its independence, and the Germans of GDR are struggling 
against the danger of the destruction of the independent state of a German 
socialist nation which was established by them. 


The correct understanding of the contemporary German national situation 
does not have a purely cognitive interest. It is know that Nazis, identi- 
fying nationality with the nation, viewed the German national minorities of 
any nation as part of the German nation and on this basis consistently 
interferes in the internal affairs of states on the territories of which 
for many centuries people of German origin lived. It is known that striving 
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to think using imperial categories (under the pretext of re-establishing 
the unity of the nation) did not die out among the western German revenge 
seekers. Apparently, all of this interests not only GDR but also FRG, as 
well as all European states and finally the entire world also. 


At the present time, the world is confronted with a new danger--the attempt 
of modern Chinese rulers to announce themselves as the protectors of all 
people of Chinese origin (ethnic Chinese), the so-called huaquiao or the 
huoa, and them--as the respective representatives of the Chinese nation in 
their countries of residence, in order to turn them into devoted agents in 
carrying their great khanate goals of power. 


In the countries of the world, there are over 25 million huoa, including 
about 20 million in the countries of South East Asia. Imperial China had 
attempted to force Chinese emigrants to live in other countries particularly 
away from the basic population. Subsequently even Chang Kai-shek sent to 
the Chinese embassies abroad an order demanding that all persons of Chinese 
origin should unite in well organized and disciplined communities. Under 
the pressure of the Chinese rulers, a portion of the Chinese people pre- 
served their Chinese citizenship, but the majority of them adhered to the 
principle of so-called "dual loyalty." 


During the period of the revolutionary development of KNR, after the 
Bandung Conference of Afro Asian countries (1955), Chinese leaders agreed 
not to insist upon "dual loyalty." In the confusion of the "cultural 
revolution," the huoa were actually forgotten. In recent years the Maoists 
again showed great interest toward them. On 29 Sep 79 Deng Xiaoping 
received a group of Chinese people of foreing citizenship, 

and announced that "the question of working among Chinese overseas must be 
placed on the agenda of the day." In Beijing in the beginning of 1978 a 
special meeting was called concerning the problems of the huanquiao. This 
question was then discussed at a session of the All-Chinese Assembly of 
National Representatives (February-March 1978) and was reflected in the 
Constitution of China. 


Beijing leaders, in studying all the huoa groups by the composite parts of 
the Chinese nation, expressed the slogan of uniting them in a "united 
patriotic front." Calling upon all huoa to become Chinese patriots, that 
is, accomplices to the Chinese hegemony, Maoists in order to disguise the 
situation assure them that the unity would be "anti-hegemonic." What this 
means was well shown by the aggressive acts of China against the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam. In respect to Vietnam, Beijing did not limit itself 
to the galvanization of the principle of "dual loyalty" of the huoa living 
there. It began to incite them directly against socialist Vietnam (see 

OB ETNICHESKIKH KITAYTSAKH VO V'YETNAME /ON ETHNIC CHINESE IN VIETNAM/, 
Moscow, 1979, pp 5-114). 


"The theoretical base" for using Vietnamese huoa by China in its goals of 
domination serves in the same confusion of the concepts of "nationality" 
and "nation." Contemporary Beijing leaders consider that any huoa is a 
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"Chinese citizen," and wherever Chinese people live--that is China. The 
arbitrariness and adventurism of such manipulations are apparent. People 
who are included in the economic and cultural ties of another country, can 
not be considered representatives of their former nation. Otherwise, the 
fundamental principles of international rights would collapse and national 
sovereignty would be violated, The members of a former nation cannot be 
considered distant descendants of the first emigrants, and over 80 percent 
of the huoa are such people. Finally, their social composition is not at 
all uniform: the majority are workers who, despite the isolation of the 
Chinese block-4Chinatowns," which is specially supported 

by China, together with the population of a given country, participate in 
the development of its economy and culture, struggle for social and 
political rights of those exploited. It is impossible also to deny t » 
fact that their long-term life and work with the population of the count -y 
which had become native to them, and the common interests with it, developed 
in them definite common characteristics. 


The theoretical groundlessness of identifyin,; a nationality with a nation 
does not mean, however, that the practical danger of a feeble impulse on 
the part of Chinese leaders to place huoa ‘n service of the great khanate 
chauvinism is eliminated. It is necessary to bear in mind that among the 
huoa there are also many bourgeois people--merchants, speculators, money-- 
changers, business owners, who in exploiting the workers, grew rich and 
took into their own hands serious economic controls in the country where 
they live. 


In every way possible, the Maoists assist exactly this portion of the huoa, 
which according to some calculations has a capital of 15 billion dollars 
at its disposal. It is worth noting that Beijing came out protecting 
exactly the bourgeois elements of the Vietnamese huoa, attempting to guard 
their interest from socialist reforms which were being conducted in the 
economy of Vietnam. The M-rists, through the bourgeois portion of the 
people of Chinese origin, are attempting to influence the working huoa, 
relying upon so-called "the right of blood." What significance is given 
to this in Beijing. can ve seen from the speech of Liaozhi, chairman of the 
committee which we- recently again created in China on the affairs of 
Chinese emigrants which was somewhat like a panseney on Colonial Affairs. 
On 13 Feb 77 he said: "There are 20 million* huaqiao--this is a great and 
important power. If we will be able to mobilize only one percent of this 
20 million, it will then comprise 200,000. And if these 200,000 persons 
will begin partisan warfare in the enemy's home front, one can imagine what 
the results will be." This is how the contemporary Chinese leaders are 
thinking of using the "right of blood." To realize control over huoa by 
avoiding the laws of states and their habitation, make Fifth Columns out 
of them, and conduct partisan warfare--these are the goals followed by 
Maoists. Therefore it is natural that in the countries of South-Eastern 
Asia they fear the emersion of Chinese nationalism from the huoa, their 
propaganda of Maoist ideas, provocation and undermining activities against 


the domestic and foreign policy of the states, under whose citizenship they 
find themselves. 
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The kinds of fruit filled with Chinese chauvinism, whic. huaqiao bring ° 

the people, was shown by the tragedy of Kampuchea, when huaqiao and sor 1 
a landowmer Pol Pot together with another Chinese nationalist Ieng Sary, 
who for careerist consideration having become the tools of Beijing hegemony, 
subjected the Kampuchea people to genocide in order to populate the country 
with Chinese and huoa from other countries, while the trained aboriginies 
are trinaforned into slaves for the new rulers. 


In this way, even the quickly examined disturbing evei ts indicate how 
important it is to expose that which is unscientific, and at the same tn 
the real danger of wild ideas of use by some state of » rsons of a sing'> 
natic olity wh» live in other countries, relying upon treir supposed 

" amurity oi -lood," "community of the spi.i' and the’: vel ng’ .g t« one 
nation. In its turn, all of this once again convinces: that ‘r order to 
protect and successfully put into practice the Marxist-leninist ieory of 
national and nationality relations, it is necessary to mor thoroughly com 
prehend and further elaborate it in connection with the new ~ .enomena which 
appeared in social life, anc not walk in one» ° .J1, woie so, not go 
backwards in scientific thought. These notes inadvertently appear upon 
reading the indicated article by I. P. Tsameryan in which under the 
appearance of criticizing the "treatment of a nation as the sum of two 
autonomous parts" which he made up himself, he removed all of vhe urgency, 
theoretical and practical significance of the elaboration of the . on" 2 
of the relationship between the concepts of "nation" and "national ty." 


Having titled one of his paragraphs in the article with "Un Treat... a 
Nation as the Sum of Two Autonomous Parts--Social and Ethnic," lie, ~irst 

of all, misinformed the readers, representing the case in such a way as 
though the authors with whom he disagrees, view the ethnic aspect not as 

a social phenomenon; secondly, he instills the thought that the difierences 
in the concepts of "nation" and "nationality" seemingly leads to the idea 
of a nation as an idea concerning a mechanical sum of two autonomous parts, 
"sides." He tries to "support" these statements, in particular, by a 
citation from one of the criticizing works, and there on page 71, without 
allowing any treatment of the non-social aspect of the ethnic, with no 
"autonomy of the parts, sides of a nation" and completely definitively 

the following was written: "In the life of a nation, in its relationships 
with other nations, the ethnic features occupy an important place, but they 
do not transform the nation into a biological unit. They themselves are a 
product of social development. On the one hand, a nation is not a social 
phenomenon, and on the other a natural one. By its essence, it is a social— 
historical phenomenon, and V. I. Lenin underscores the social origin and 
social purpose of a nation, that is, its rcie in the further social develop- 
ment" (Kaltakhchyan, S. T. LENINISM ON TH. FSSENCE OF A NATION AND WAYS OF 
ESTABLISHING AN INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY OF PEOPLE. Se: nd publication, 
Moscow, 1976, p 71; see also p 70). 


I, P. Tsameryan conceals all of this anu m: wore, he attributes (0 wx: 


opponent something completely opposite to his views » and then, repeating 
his ideas, writes: "The disengagement (and contrast) of the ethnic side 
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(or signs) of a nation from its social one is unfounded. There are no 
ethnic indicators which would not have a social character! A nation in the 
gun total of all of its indications, characteristics and particular features 
represents a social phenomenon" (NAUCHNYY KOMMUNIZM, 1979, No 2, p 27). 
With the same "success" he assigns to his opponents thoughts concerning 
"lack of change in ethnic features," "the eternity of national differences" 
and so on and so forth. The assessments of such a "scientific" approach 
suggest themselves. 


However, I. P. Tsameryan along with unfounded statements which he expresses 
in the form of the truths of the last instance, still tries to argue some 
things. One should stop here. One of the authors of this article, noting 
the value of ijifterentiating the concepts of "nationality" and "nation" 
wrote: "Such a differentiation in terminology, undoubtedly, helps to dis- 
tinguish the close but still identical phenomena. Ina similar manner, it 
would be advigable to secure the narrow meaning of the term 'ethnos' with 
'ethnikos' (€0VLK0C). 6 Moreover, making # parallel with the concept of 
"nationality," the author underscored that the “ethnikos represents in 
essence one of the varieties of social phenomena" (Bromley, Yu. V. "On the 
Characteristic of the Concept of 'Ethnos.''; RASY I NARODY /RACES AND 
PEOPLES/ , 1971, 1, p 27. The italics are ours.--Authors ). Along with 
this it was shown that the term "ethnos" is also used in the broad sense of 
the word, when it is used for indicating the totality of such communities 
as tribes, nationality, and nation (see Bromley, Yu. V., "Ethnography at 
the Present Time," KOMMUNIST, 1974, No 16, p 63-64). In order to differen- 
tiate the ethnos of this type from the ethnikos (nationalities) it was sug- 
gested that the concept of "ethno-social community" (organism) be used. 
Moreover, the latter was characterized as the symbiosis (mutual penetration) 
of strictly ethnic phenomena (that is ethnilos) with social phenomena in 
the narrow sense of the word (that is, first of all with class, production 
relations and corresponding social groups and social institutions) (Bromley 
Yu. V. ETNOS I ETNOGRAFIYA /ETHNOS AND ETHNOGRAPHY/, Moscow, 1973, p 38-39). 


I. P. Tsameryan, rejecting the importance of a special differentiation of 
the concepts of "nationality" and "nation," accordingly rejects the useful- 
ness of introducing the concept of "ethnikos" also. In supporting his 
point of view, he cites the example of the Ukrainians in the USSR and 
Canada. He considers the following thesis to be incorrect: "That the 
Ukrainians of Canada and the Ukrainians living in the USSR have identical 
ethnic indications and comprise a certain historical community..." (NAUCHNYY 
KOMMUNIZM, 1978, No 2, p 26, the italics are ours--Authors). Moreover, he 
cites the fact that the conditions of life for the Ukrainians in Canada-- 
territory, social-economic and political structure, cultural environment-—- 
made a certain impression on this national group (Ibid.). Really, this 
type of influence has its place (in particular, the majority of the 
Ukrainians in Canada presently are at least bilingual). And of course, 
speaking of the identical culture (total identity) of the Ukrainians in 
Canada and those in the USSR, there are no bases (moreover, a similar type 
of statement can hardly be found in our literature). But identity is one 
thing, and the presence of certain common characteristics in a culture of 
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both ws of Ukrainians in question, is another. In connection with this, 
the ement of I. P. Tsameryan himself is adequately indicative of the 
fact that these groups "have preserved certain common characteristics,"8 
which he characterizes in the following manner: "...common in its founda- 
tion (and in its origin) is the language, individual oognen characteristics 
in the national form of a culture and customs" (Ibid.).? It is true, he 
seems to have not noticed that by that fact he admit'.d the presence among 
Ukrainians in the USSR and Canada of general ethnic signs ("national form"), 
for, in his words, by such items "are understood to be the language, 
special features of culture and customs, character (or national psychologw), 
and the consciousness of a single origin" (Ibid., p 25). 


Moreover, our opponent has one more objection. "...4n, ‘istoric .ly formed 
community of people," he writes, "has its own economic base, on the basis 
of which it rose and exists" (Ibid., p 26). It is completely apparently 
that in this case he has in mind only those historical combined aggrega es 
of people, who represent systems which operate on common territory as a 
single unit, 10 However, the concept of "community"! | is used, as it is 
known for defining other aggregates of people. In particular, the.ve are 
communities which are temporary and solid, relatively compact and dispersed, 
intra-national and international and so on (see: Porshnev, B. F. SOTSIAL'- 
NAYA PSIKHOLOGIYA I ISTORIYA /SOCTAL PSYCHOLOGY AND HISTORY/, Moscow, 1966, 
pp 84-85; Bromley, Yu. V. ETNOS I ETNOGRAFIYA /STHNOS AND ETHNOGRAPHY/, 

pp 10-115, In other words, along with historical communities of people 
such as tribes, nationalities, and nations, other different types of these 
communities exist as, for example, families, communities, class and so on. 
In particular, the founders of Marxism-Leninism underscored more than once, 
the fact that the working class which was created by capitalism, which has 
in each country its own national features, by its nature is an jinternatimal 
phenomenon. Thus, F. Engels stated that "The proletariat in all countries 
has the same interests, has the same enemy, and is faced with the same 
struggle..." (Marx, K., Engels, F. Compositions, second publication, Vol 2, 
p 590). But of course, the working class of the bourgeois society as an 
international community which appears in uniformity of its social-economic 
situation, in common interests and tasks of struggle, does not have a 
Single economy and its own single economic base. This does not exist also 
among certain other types of historically formed communities of people (for 
example, religious, linguistic and so on). From all of this stems the fact 
that the absence of a single economic base among the Ukrainians of Canada 
and those of the USSR does not give a foundation for rejecting the fact 
that they represent a community which has definite identical ethnic signs! 
Since this commmity appears in an ethnic sphere, it naturally should be 
called "ethnic." What concerns the lawful identification of such 
communities by "nationalities" (we have in mind a capitalistic and social- 
istic system), then let us remind one that it was exactly this way that 

V. I. Lenin called these persons who were settled in a scattered manner and 
who belonged to a single nationality. In studying the question of the 
creation of sutonomous regions, he, in particular, underscored the fact 
that "members of a given nationality, scattered in various parts of the 
country or even of the world" could gravitate to such regions (Lenin, V. I., 
COMPLETE COLLECTION OF WORKS, Vol 24, pp 148-149). Therefore it is 
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difficult to agree with the statement of I. P. Tsameryan, that as a collec- 
tive term "nationality" is used only in those cases "when it is replaced by 
a list of various forms of historical comnunities--nations, nationalities, 
national and ethnic groupe" (NAUCHNYY KOMMUNIZM, 1979, No 2, p 25, the 
italics are ours.--Authors). The fact that is not so is attested to by the 
use of the given term in a c9l lective meaning not only of the plural but 
also in the singular number. 3 


But of course, the final analysis is, it is not in the terminology but in 
the characteristics of an ethnic structure of man of that phenomenon under 
which persons with common ethnic and certain common characteristics of 
culture and psyche "scattered to all corners of a country and even the 
world." And in connection with this, it is not excessive to remind one 
that eccording to the data of the 1970 census, in our country outside o1 
the boundaries of union and autonomous republics, there are 42.5 million 
representatives of respective nationalities, that is, 18.2 percent of the 
composition of these nationalities (15.9 percent of the composition of 
basic nationalities of union republics and 49.4 percent of autonomous 
republics). In regards to ":catteri.g" of ethnic-nationalities in various 
states, the following data, in particular, attests to this in relatively 
large-scale manners: 51.7 percent of the Azerbaijan residents live in 
Iran, 48.3 percent in the USSR; 65.9 percent of the Albanians live in 
Albania, 30.5 percent in Yugoslavia; 43 percent of the Kurds live in Turkey, 
21.6 percent in Iran, 20 percent in Iraq; 52.2 percent of the Pushtuns live 
in Pakistan, 47.4 percent live in Afghanistan; 62.1 percent of the Tadzhiks 
live in Afghanistan, 37.8 percent in the USSR. The "scattering" of ethnic 
nationalities ail over the world is also demonstrated adequately by: 

17.7 percent of the Norwegians live outside of Norway, including 12.7 per- 
cent in the USA, and 4 percent in Canada; 12.2 percent of the Lithuanians 
live outside of the USSR, including 11 percent in the USA; 11.9 percent of 
the Englishmen live outiide of Great Britain, including 3.9 percent in the 
USA, 3.1 percent in the Re, ublic of South Africa; 9.9 percent of the 
Slovaks live outside of the Czechoslovak SSR, including 8.4 percent in the 
USA (see STRANY I NARODY: ZEMLYA I CHELOVECHESTVO /COUNTRIES AND NATIONS: 
LAND AND MAN/, Moscow, 1978, pp 337-339). 


We stopped at the mistakes and incorrect areas of the treatment only in 
the problem of the relationship between the concepts of "nation" and 
"nationality"'4 in the indicated article by I. P. Tsameryan (although they 
exist in other issues in it), for the correct understanding of this problem 
is not a scholastic issue. It relates to the most burning problems of con- 
temporary life and therefore is one of the most pressing ones in modern 
ideological struggle. In treating this problem (just as ovhers) one must 
go forward, not backwards. Herein lies the urgent task of science. This 
is once again reminded in the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee "On the 
110th Anniversary Since the Birth of V. I. Lenin," which indicated, in 
particular, the necessity for the full utilization of the inexhaustible 
scientific potential of Leninism as a developing teacher which "allows the 
correct answers to be worked out to the most pressing and vital issues of 
modern times; it teaches a bold and creative solution to problems which have 
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developed and it arms one with scientific understanding of the prospects 
for social development" (PRAVDA, 1979, 16 December).

ftext/ One of the most important results of the achievements of socialism 
is the successful resolution of the national issue in our country, the con- 
firmation of the authentic equality and actual equality, and of a fraternal 
friendship between all soviet socialist nations and nationalities. This is 
the great achievement of socialism of which we are proud and for good 
reason,--the result of the consistent national policy of the CPSU which 
relies upon the Marxist-Leninist teachings on national and nationalities 
relations. This teaching itself was creatively developed and is being 
developed in the decisions of the CPSU Congresses, the plenums of its 
Central Committee and in other party documents, as well as in the works of 
leaders and theoretical cadres of the party. The chapter on "The Tasks of 
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the Party in the Area of National Relations" in the CPSU Program should be 
particularly noted. It was approved by the 22nd Party Congress as well as 
the theoretical arguments on the character and legality of the development 
of socialist nations and nationality relations, on proletariat inter- 
nationalism, on the new historical community of people--the Soviet people 
and others, which were contained in a number of documents and anniversary 
materials which were published in connection with the 50th and 60th anni- 
versaries of the Great October socialist revolution, the 100-year anniver- 
sary of the birth of V. I. Lenin, the 50th year anniversary of the creation 
of the USSR, as well as in connection with approving the new USSR Constitu- 
tion. 


A large contribution in the development of the Marxist. Leninist theory of 
nations and nationalities relations were the decrees of theOC CPSU "On the 
Preparation for the 50th Anniversary of the Creation of the USSR" and the 
report of L. I. Brezhnev "On the 50th Anniversary of the USSR," as well as 
many other speeches in which principally important statements of a given 
area of Marxism-Leninism science were presented. 


Also, grew, in the last 15 years, the interest of Soviet social 

sciences scholars towards studying the problems of the development of na- 
tional and nationality relations. It was expressed in the increased number 
of publications (books, brochures and articles), as well as dissertations 
devoted to various issues of the theory of nations, national relations and 
internationalism. Among the works along with valuable research, there were 
also many of those which contained serious mistakes. These mistakes to a 
great extent were overcome in the sum of the coliective discussions and 
treatments on various types of symposiums, conferences and in the press. 
The main role in overcoming the more serious mistaken conceptions and views 
was played by party documents in which were contained principle theoretical 
evaluations and generalizations of new phenomena and proceises in the area 
of socialist national relations and internationalism. 


But, unfortunately, there are contradictions in the treatments of a number 
of important issues on the theory of nations and nationalities relations 
which have not been overcome fully, particularly in the understanding and 
application of certain basic concepts and categories. These contradictions, 
and sometimes incorrect statements have a negative influence upon the 
effectiveness of the scientific research in this area, upon the interna- 
tional education of the Soviet people and upon overcoming vestiges of 
nationalism and chauvinism which one sometimes meets still. Besides this, 
any slip, any mistake in theory as well as in the practice of national 
relations in our country is used by our opponents. 


We will try to show the essence of these contradictions and mistakes on a 
number of important issues. 


On the Content of the Concept of "National Issue" and Its Successful Reso- 
lution in the USSR 


In the relatively recent past, a number of Soviet authors expanded the 
interpretation of the concept of the "national issue," bringing it, in 
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essence, to the concept of national relations, insisting that while nations 
exist, the national issue will also exist. After the publication of the 
report of L. I. Brezhnev "On the 50th Anniversary of the USSR," in which it 
was clearly stated that in our country the national issue has been fully 
and finally resolved, this type of opinion is met frequently. But still 
they have not fully been overcome. Thus, in the Great Soviet Encyclopedia 
(third edition) in the article "National Issue" such a carelessly broad 
interpretation is given, that it loses its concrete content as a pressing 
social problem which was created by capitalism. In this article the author 
insists that the national issue will die off only after the merging and 
elimination of nations under the conditions of communist victory throughovt 
the world (see: Great Soviet Encyclopedia. Moscow, 1974, Vol 17, p 368). 


Individual scholars in their presentations (particularly oral ones) ins. st 
upon the fact that the national issue in our country is still on the agenda 
of the day, arguing this position in this manner; in the report of 

L. I. Brezhnev "On the 50th Anniversary of the USSR" it was stated that the 
national question in the form in which we received it from the past, has 
been completely resolved, finally and irrevocably. Subsequently, they 
state that in another form, in other aspects, the national issue still 
existe in our country. According to their opinion, those concrete tasks, 
problems which face or are presented to us in the course of the development 
of socialist nations and national relations, in their totality compose the 
content of the national issue under the conditions of a developed socialist 
society. Such a treatment is not adequately based upon science and can 
lead to mistaken conclusions. 


"The national issue"--is not only some amorphous term, but a definite con- 
cept, which entered the scientific use and has a definite content. The 
national issue which was created by capitalism, is an issue concerning the 
liquidation of all forms of national and colonial (as well as neo-colonial) 
suppression of peoples, th> destruction of national inequality and all 
types of antagonism between nations and states of some (powerful) nations 
over others (weak) ones, and on creating equal and friendly relations 
between all free nations and peoples. 


Marxism-Leninism proved and the historical experience fully supported the 
fact that the national issue cannot be resolved successfully on the basis 
of capitalism. Appearing as the creation of capitalism, the national issue 
is characterized by a single essence. However, at various historical 
stages and in each individual capitalist country it has its own features 
and its own aspects. Historical, social-economic and political conditions 
of life in each of these countries defined and define both the unique forms 
and types of national inequality, national oppression as well as other 
attributes of the national issue in them. Thus, in czarist Russia, natimal 
inequality and national oppression were expressed in more open and pressing 
forms and types than, for example, in a number of countries in Western 
Europe. "In Russia," noted L. I. Brezhnev, "due to its specific conditions, 
the national issue was particularly pressing" (Brezhnev, L. I. LENIN'S 
COURSE; SPEECHES AND ARTICLES, Vol 4, p 45). Consequently, L. I. Brezhnev 
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had in mind the concrete features of the national issue in pre-revolutionary 
Russia, as he spoke of the complete and final resolution of the national 
issue "in that form in which we received it from the past." 


Of course, a complete and final resolution of the national issue in a 
mature socialist society does not mean that we have no problems, and no 
tasks in the area of national relations. Concerning these tasks, the appro- 
priate section of the CPSU Program, the resolutions of the 23rd, 24th and 
25th CPSU Congresses, the report of L. I. Brezhnev "On the 50th Anniversary 
of the USSR" and other party documents speak of this in detail. However, 
these tasks cannot be considered a unique form of the "national issue," as 
individual authors insist upon. Thus, one of the authors of the collective 
work "The Triumph of the Leninist National Policy of the CPSU" insists upon 
the fact that the national issue continues to exist after the victory of 
socialism and in a mature socialist society. Moreover, citing a statement 
from the report of L. I. Brezhnev conceiuing the complete, final and irre- 
vocable resolution of the national issue in the USSR, in that form in 
which we received it from the past, and citing the problems and tasks which 
face the party in the area of national relations which are indicated in this 
report, he concludes that it is exactly these tasks which are the content 
of the national issue in a developed socialist society (see: The Triumph 
of the Leninist Policy of the CPSU. Materials of the Inter-republic 
Scientific-Theoretical Conference, Devoted to the 50th Anniversary of the 
Establishment of the USSR. Alma-Ata, 1973, pp 163-165). 


One cannot call (even with reservations) the tasks which face us in the 
area of national relations under the conditions of a socialist society, a 
national issue, since this would indicate identifying socialist national 
relations with capitalist national relations, and characteristic of 
internal antagonism. At the time when in the contemporary capitalist world, 
the national issue is still the most pressing and unresolved (in the lands 
of capitalism), social problem, in the Soviet socialist society it has long 
been resolved. 


In his report "The Great October and the Progress of Mankind," L. I. Brezh- 
nev again noted that among the achievements of socialism is the successful 
resolution of the national issue--"one of the most troublesome and one of 
the most dramatic issues in the history of mankind." In characterizing the 
essence of his resolution, he said: "The hostility and lack of trust in 
relations between nations gave way to friendship and mutual respect. There 
where for centuries the psychology of national egoism was planted, inter- 
nationalism was strongly affirmed. National cultures which mutually 
enriched one another and those which composed a single Soviet socialist 
culture, began to glow with new brilliant colors. Equality, brotherhood, 
indestructible unity of the people of the Soviet Union--all of this became 
fact. A new historical community of people was formed--the Soviet people. 
The increasing process of drawing together between nations permeates all 
areas of life in our society. Thus, comrades, the marvelous result of the 
Leninist national policy, such is our experience and the world-wide his-- 
torical significance which is indisputable" (Brezhnev, L. I. Urgent Issues 
of the Ideological Work of the CPSU. Moscow, 1978, Vol 2, pp 390-391). 
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From all that was said, an unquestionable conclusion evolves, that those 
problems and tasks which were presented in the course of communist construc- 
tion in the area of national relations cannot be called national issues. 
For we do not call those tasks which face us in the area of socialist agri- 
cultural economy, "peasant issues" or "agrarian issues," and we do not 
insist upon the fact that we have a "women's issue," although the party and 
Soviet government are carrying out large-scale measures for reducing the 
workload for women and so on. We have neither a "national issue" on a 
whole, nor private "national issues," which touch upon some individual 
nation. The same concept of "national issue" cannot be applied to two 
fundamental historical types of national relations which differ from one 
another--capitalism and socialism. 


Among the arguments presented by opponents of the thesis concerning the 
incomplete resolution of the national issue in our country, is the insist- 
ence upon the fact that the actual inequality between peoples has only 
basically been eliminated. Moreover, the concept of the actual equality 
between peoples and the complete equalizatio. of the levels of their 
economic and cultural development are identified. Let us study this argu- 
ment also. 


On the Content and Relationship of the Concepts of Actual Equality of Na- 
tions and the Equalization of the Levels of Their Development 


Mixing and identifying the concepts of "actual equality" and "equalizing 
levels" of the development of nations and nationalities leads to an 
incorrect conclusion of the existence in a mature socialist society of 
remnants of actual inequality between the peoples who comprise it. The 
argument, moreover, is simple: since differences exist in the levels of 
economy and culture of Soviet nations, nationalities, consequently, they 
have not yet reached actual equality. The authors, adhering to a similar 
point of view, do not take into account that situation which is indicated 
in official party and state documents, that in the USSR as a result of 
complete and final victory of socialism, actual equality of all nations and 
nationalities has been confirmed. Thus, in the Address of the CPSU Central 
Committee, the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR and USSR Council 
of Ministers "To the Soviet People and to the Workers of all Nationalities 
of the USSR" in connection with the 50th anniversary of the establishment 
of the USSR, it was stated that: "In practice complete equality and actual 
equalization of nations have been confirmed" (PRAVDA, 1972, 30 December). 


Concerning the confirmation in a mature socialist society of a genuine 
equality and actual equalization of all nations, all Soviet nations and 
nationalities, this is mentioned in a number of other documents. This 
situation is reflected in the new USSR Constitution, in the preamble of 
which it was noted that "on the basis of the drawing together of all 
classes and social levels, legal and actual equality of all nations and 
nationalities, their fraternal cooperation, a new historical society of 
people has formed--the Soviet people." Objective criteria for the achieve- 
ment and confirmation in our country of the actual equality of all nations 
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and nationalities are; the creaticn in each Soviet republic, in each 
nation and nationality, a highly developed socialist economy, which repre- 
gents an inalienable component part of a single all-union economy--the 
national economic complex of the USSR; a single type of social structure 
for all Soviet nations and nationalities; a single national multi-national 
socialist state united on the basis of the principle of proletariat inter- 
nationalism and the socfalist federalism of national-state establishment 
of Soviet nations and nationalities; the creation and development of 
advanced socialist in content and national in form cultures for all nations 
and nationalities of the USSR. 


low ver, .adi idua’? scholurs continue to cons.ijer the fact that Soviet 
nutionalities seemeu to have not reached the actual equality with nations, 
and that between the nations and nationalities an actual inequality is still 
preserved. This is a mistake. In a mature socialist society there are no 
backward nationalities and no actual inequality between them and between 
nations exists. 


The actual equality between nations and nationalities in the USSR does not 
exclude the well known differences in the level of the development of the 
economy and culture of Soviet republics, nations and nationalities. But 
these differences have private, relative and purely quantitative 
characters in the scale of their qualitative unity. Differences in the 
levels of development of individual branches of industry, agriculture and 
the culture of Soviet republics, socialist nations and nationalities, by 
no means excludes the fact that between the nations and actual equality has 
been reached which represents a qualitatively new stage in their develop- 
ment which is integrally tied in with the building of a mature socialist 
society in the USSR. The party is conducting a policy of equalizing the 
levels of economic and cultural developments for republics and peoples and, 
as it was noted by L. I. Brezhnev in 1972, this task has basically been 
realized (see: Brezhnev, L. I. LENIN'S COURSE: SPEECHES AND ARTICLES, 
Vol 4, p 93). 


Great contradictions are found in the treatment of the term "nationality," 
and the concepts of "ethnic" and "social." 


On the Treatment of a Nation as a Sum of Two Autonomous Parts--Social and 
Ethnic 


First let us discuss the term "nationality." In scientific literature, in 
official documents and in everyday life this term is used to indicate 
belonging of a citizen to this or that nation or nationality. It is also 
used as a collective term in those cases when it is replaced by a list of 
various forms of historical communities--nations, nationalities, national 
and ethnic groups. For example, the population of the USSR is composed of 
more than 100 nationalities. Or the name of one of the two houses of the 
USSR Supreme Soviet, the deputies of which represent nations and national- 
ities and national groups of our country--"the Council of Nationalities." 
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However, in some publications this term is unequally given another sense 
and meaning. Their authors feel that nationality means a historical com- 
munity of people with single ethnic signs by which are meant language, 
particular features of culture and customs, character (or national psy- 
chology), and the consciousness of a single origin. Thus, nationalities, 
according to some authors,--is more or less large groups of people which 
are differentiated among one another by language, some features of culture 
and character, and the self-consciousness of an ethnic belonging. According 
to the opinion of these authors, nationality characterizes the ethnic 
aspect of a nation and nationality, that is, its ethnic signs. A nation 

as an ethnic community, they write, existed long before the emergence of 
nations. In other words, nationality (as the ethnic side of a nation) 
appeared lone berore the emergence of a nation and repreronts some” 4g 
that was given centuries ago! The same authors insist further that uni, 
thanks to the differences in the concepts of "nation" and "nationality" 
doesn't become clear why a nation and a nationality in the process of the 
building of socialism basically ges its svcial essence and fundamentally 
preserves its nationality. Othe ithors, Ly characterizing similarly the 
essence of the term "nationality," consider it advisable to give it another 
meaning--"ethnikos." As an example of the real existence of "ethnikos" as 
a historical aggregate of people having common relatively stable specific 
features of culture (including language) and psyche, as well as a conscious- 
ness of their unity, they point to the Ukrainians of the Soviet Union and 
the Ukrainians of Canada. 


Let us examine how correct is the treatment of nationality (or "ethnikos") 
as a special historical community of people, equal as an example, presented 
for its foundation. Undoubtedly, the Ukrainians who live in Canada (who 
emigrated there from czarist Russia long before the Great October), and the 
Ukrainians who live in the USSR have a single national origin. However, 
they do not comprise a single historical community. First of all, any 
historically founded commu ‘ty of people has its own economic base on the 
basis of which it rose and exists. In this case, there is no such funda- 
mental base. Secondly, the ethnic signs indicated above which the 
Ukrainians have who live separate from the fundamental basis of socialism 
and capitalism conditions, are not identical. The point is that ethnic 
signs change under the influence of changing social-economic and politi- 
cal conditions in the life of the people. Even the language, which has the 
greatest stability, undergoes serious changes and develops under the influ- 
ence of changing conditions in the life of the people. The content of other 
signs--specific features of culture and eweryday life, national character 
and psychology--changes in a fundamental manner if at the foundation the 
conditions in the life of the people change. 


In regards to the Ukrainians of Canada, it is necessary to note the 
following. With the group movement of them from Russia to Canada and other 
countries and the more or less compact distribution in these countries, they 
basically preserved their language and certain national specific features 
of culture, customs, traditions and so on. Therefore, we do not refute the 
fact that certain common characteristics among Ukrainians who live in Canata 
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and among the Ukrainians who live in the USSR have been preserved; the 
language is common in its foundation (and origin), as are individual common 
features in the national form of culture and everyday life. But we con- 
sider it incorrect to insist without grounds upon the fact that the 
Ukrainians of Canada and those living in the USSR have identical ethnic 
signs and comprise some kind of historical community--"ethnikos," or 
nationality. The point is that the conditions of life for the Ukrainians 
in Canada--territory, social-economic and political structure, which rules 
in the country of their new habitation, and in general the ertire social-- 
economic, political and cultural sphere--imposed a certain impression upon 
this national group. This influence with time grows stronger. Moreover, 
representavives of similar national groups who live separately (in 
individual families, in small ond are subjected to a natural assimila- 
tion with that national group in which they live for a long time. Under 
present conditions, the Ukrainians of Canada (and the USA) represent a 
national growr of a bourgeois type. The same can be said about those 
representin. .ny other nation which moved from its country to another and 
in the course of a prolonged period of time living apart from the basic 
mass of the nation in completely different social conditions. 


Of course, national characteristics, and including ethnic signs of the 
people, do not change immediately after changing social-economic and 
political conditions of their live. A more or less long period of time is 
necessary for these changes. But, the fundamental change in the conditions 
of life leads to a change in the social content of these characters and 
signs in a relatively short historical period of time. An example of this 
can be the formation of a German socialist nation in GDR. 


Let us further examine the statement concerning the fact that seemingly 
without differentiating the concepts of "nation" and "nationality" "it is 
not possible to comprehend the deep content and meaning of the program 
thesis of V. I. Lenin on the bifurcation of a nation and its culture in an 
antagonistic society" (Kaltakhchyan, S. T. LENINIZM 0 SUSHCHNOSTI NATSII 
I PUTI OBRAZOVANIYA INTERNATSIONAL'NOY OBSHCHNOSTI LYUDEY /LENINISM ON THE 
ESSENCE OF A NATION AND WAYS FOR CREATING AN INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY OF 
PEOPLE/ second edition, Moscow, 1976, p 76). 


The points of view of breaking up the national idea into the ethnic and the 
social are adhered to by other authors also. "In the social-class relation, 
writes M. S. Dzhunusov, "the nation with a bourgeois society does not 
represent a single nation. There are 'two nations' and two parts. A natim 
having a different social-political and moral appearance, in the ethnic 
relationship (community of territory, language, national-specific charac- 
teristics of culture, everyday life, customs, tastes, traditions, and psy- 
chology) represent a single nation" (Dzhunusov, M. DVE TENDENTSII SOTSIAL- 
IZMA V NATSIONAL'NYKH OTNOSHENI YAKH [Two TENDENCIES OF SOCIALISM IN 
NATIONAL RELATIONS/, Tashkent, 1975, p 33). In other words, the Lenin 
thesis concerning two nations in each bourgeois nation seemingly relates 
only to its social side and does not touch upon the ethnic aspect of a 
nation (its "nationality"). 








Here we earnestly approached the issue of the relationship of the concepts 
of "ethnic" and "social" and on defining a nation as a sum of the two sides, 
the ethnic and social parts. 


Speaking of two nations in each nation (under the conditions of capitalism), 
V. I. Lenin, of course, had in mind a class polarization of a bourgeois 
nation, an intensification in the class struggle, class antagonisms within 
this nation, an irreconcilable contrast in interests, ideologies and 
directions and goals of the proletariat and bourgeois in the same nation. 
Moreover, V. I. Lenin stood far from the thought that a nation should be 
examined as something consisting of two parts--social and ethnic. It is 
the opinion of the authors who we quoted, that the thesis of V. I. Lenin 
concerning "vo nations" relates only to one part of the nation--the social 
part. In research works, it is necessary still to discover and understi.nd 
comprehensively the Lenin thesis on "two nations" in each bourgeois nation. 
V. I. Lenin had in mind a bourgeois nation as a whole, with all of its 
inherent characteristics and signs, including also the ethnic ones. 


The separation (and contrast) of the ethnic side (or signs) of a nation 
from the social one is unfounded. There «re no ethnic signs which would 
not have a social character! A nation in the sum of all of its signs, 

characteristics and particular features represents a social phenomenon. | 


The class polarization of a bourgeois nation, and the increasingly intensi- 
fying class struggle within it encompasses all areas of its vital activi- 
ties. For the community of language, territory, national character which 
is expressed in the particular features of a culture and everyday life of 

a nation do not indicate a coincidence or common interests, class positions 
and political goals of the proletariat and bourgeoisie in all of these 
areas of the life of a nation: in the development of the native language, 
its relationship to other languages; in resolving many problems which are 
inseparably connected to t.2 territory of the nations in the development 

of a national culture and so on. Therefore, the Lenin thesis concerning 
"two nations" cannot be interpreted in a limited manner, as one relating 
only to one side of a nation. The class polarization of a bourgeois nation 
should be examined in the full volume of all features and aspects of the 
life of the nation. 


The gnosiological source of incorrect criticisms of that which was dis- 
cussed above is the mechanical treatment of a nation as the sum of two 
autonomous parts--ethnic and social. The definition of a nation as a 
"social-ethnic community" is connected with such a treatment and has 
received considerable distribution in our literature which is devoted to 
national problems. This definition (or, better, wording) cannot be said 
to be successful. A nation is a social, or social-historical, commmity 





'The concept of "social" in the broad sense of the word, encompass all 
relations which develop between people in social life, and in the narrow 
sense--relations between classes and social groups; these relations play a 
definitive role in the development of a society. 
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of people. Of course, this does not mean that the particular features of 

a nation as a historical community of peoples, which makes it different 
from other social phenomena, historical communities and so on should not 
be studied. It is correct and necessary also to study and research various 
signs of a nation, including ethnic ones also. But, with all of this, it 
must be admitted that there is no doubt that a nation is a social phenomenm. 


All types of views which treat nationality as a historical community of 
people with single ethnic signs which characterize the nation as a community 
of two autonomous sides (or parts)--ethnic and social, can serve 4s a con- 
venient form of defining the perpetual aspect of nations and national dif- 
ferences, For some of the authors consider that ethnic characteristics and 
signs are not subject to the influences of historical processes anc that 
they are unchanging and stable. 


Let us examine what kind of expression these views have upon solving the 
problem of the merging of nations. 


On the Merging of Nations 


In the past, there were serious contradictions in our scientific literature 
concerning the issue of the legality of developing Soviet socialist nations, 
on the character and essence of the processes taking place, and on the 
blossoming of the nations and their gradual drawing together. Not under- 
standing the dialectics of the objective process of the blossoming and 
drawing together of nations, their mechanical treatments led to two typical 
mistakes: (1) to a one-sided underscoring and singling out of only one 
blossoming of nations without connecting it with the process of their 
drawing together. Such overstressing of the blossoming of nations and 
ignoring their drawing together, as a rule, served to justify (establish) 
nationalistic prejudices and vestiges of the past; (2) the drawing together 
of nations was examined not in connection with their blossoming and was 
treated as the merging together of nations. Such mistakes led to justi- 
fying national nihilism, a scornful regard for national particular features 
of the Soviet people, ignoring their national feelings. As a result of the 
criticism of such mistaken views, in the party press, in a number of 
scientific works and particularly due to the publication of the above men- 
tioned party documents and materials, they were fundamentally overcome. 

But now in the works of individual scholars, incorrect treatments of these 
issues are permitted. 


The concept of "the merging of nations" does not mean an act which occurred 
at one time which rescinded nation and national differences, but a process 
of the disappearance, and dying off of national differences and finally 
transferring to a non-national form of mankind. We can say that the pre- 
requisite for this process have already been conceived under the conditions 
of a mature socialism. In our socialist society partial processes of 
merging together are going on as is the natural assimilation of individual 
small ethnic and national groups with these or those sociaiist nations and 
nationalities. In the process of the drawing together of nations, a 
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gradual erosion of certain national differences occurs. However, all of 
this does not mean that in a socialist society a merging of nations is 
already going on. The process of the merging of nations in its exact sense 
as a comprehensive and common to all process of the dying away of nations, 
presumes the victory and consolidation of communism throughout the world. 


Of course, the matter here is not in words alone, but in the essence of the 
issue. One can insist that even now a merging of nations is occurring and 
along with this consider (as some authors do), that ethnic differences 
(that is, essentially, those same national differences) will exist 
practically forever! 


In some works of Soviet authors, which on the whole are substantial and 
interesting, incorrect and unfounded attempts are made to identify the 
inherent single ecc sy, policy, ideology to the Soviet socialist nations 
and nationalities, o. the basis of which they are successfully being 
developed with th m rging together of Soviet nations and nationalities. 
But it is one thi: » o have a single economy, policy, ideology and it is 
another to have a rging of nations and nationalities. This is not one 
and the same thing. The relationship of tose aspects which are common to 
all nations and nationalities--economy, policy, ideology, on the one hand, 
and the merging together of nations, on the other, cannot be treated 
simplistically. This point of view was criticized in our literature .2 


No one will begin to argue the fact that in a Soviet socialist society, all 
nations and nationalities have a single economy, political structure and 
ideology. But, to speak about the merging of nations in these areas is 
incorrect since logically it follows that each nation previously had its 
own particular national economy, policy and ideology, and of course, it 
does not correspond to reality. First of all, even in the course of forming 
socialist nations, the most important and determining sign--the common 
economic life--was found i: harmonious unity with the all-union economic 
community of all Soviet nations. Just on the basis of this alone it is 
illegal to speak of "the merging of nations in the area of economics." If 
the authors impose in these words the idea that national features disappear 
as do the particular aspects in the economic activity of Soviet nations, 
then this also is not correct, since wherever such features existed, they 
are preserved even now. Secondly, what does the merging of nations in the 
area of policy mean? Is it possible to say that a policy existed (or 
exists) which is Russian, Ukrainian, Uzbek, Georgian and so on and now they 
are merging? The policy vf all Soviet socialist nations is a single one-- 
this is the policy of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, the leading 
force of all of these nations. Or is the point a political superstructure 
of the Soviet national government? But also in this sense, it is not 
correct to speak of their merging, since the Soviet national government of

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our socialist nations is growing stronger and is improving, but not 
"merging." Thirdly, what "merging of nations in the area of ideology" are 
we speaking of? Do the Soviet socialist nations have (or did they have) 
their own special national ideology? The formation of socialist nations 
also includes the establishment of a single and common to all nations 
socialist ideology. Is it necessary to explain that an undivided rule in 
our country by Marxist-Leninist, international ideology can in no way be 
treated as the result of the merging of "national" ideologies. , 


It follows from all that has been stated, that the statement concerning the 
merging of nations in the Soviet socialist society in the area of economics, 
policy and ideology, essentially, avoids the problem of an authentic merging 
of nations as a process of the dying away of national differences. Here 
follows the indisputable conclusion on the necessity for an exact and 
simple understanding and application of the concept of "merging of nations." 
By no means is this concept identical with the concept of unity (that is, 
rallying, unification) of nations. 


The process of the merging of nations, that is the dying away and dis- 
appearance of all national differences, cannot be properly interpreted and 
explained if one is to adhere to the examination of the above point of view, 
which divides a socialist nation into two parts (sides)--social and ethnic. 


According to the opinion of the supporters of this point of view, the main 
decisive social signs (or specific features, differences) are overcome 
already under the conditions of socialism. In regards to ethnic signs or 
differences, they are preserved for a long time, and with time new dif- 
ferences can appear. Moreover, according to them, even after the complete 
disappearance of national differences and nations in general under the con- 
ditions of a world communist society of the future, new ethnic signs (or 
specific features) will be preserved and will reappear, but they will not 
be called national. This is how some researchers write in their works. 
With similar ideas on the process of the merging of nations, one cannot 
agree. First of all, as was already noted, all signs of a nation, includirg 
ethnic ones also, have a social content. Secondly, in their essence, they 
(ethnic signs, specific features) are national. Differences between 
socialist Soviet nations are contained first of all and mainly in their 
ethnic specific features (signs, characteristics), and not in the social-- 
economic, political and ideological areas of their lives. From here it 
follows that the dying away of national differences and the merging of 
nations in the future world communist society is in no way compatible with 





2V. I. Lenin sometimes (primarily in works prior to the Soviet period) 
used the term "merging" in the sense of wnity, unification (for example, on 
the merging of the workers of all nationalities of Russia in single trade 
unions and so on).

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preserving some ethnic features. The presence of ethnic features will 
always mean that national differences still exist.4 


Of course, the merging of nations, the dying away of natiorsl specific fea- 
tures will occur not at one single time. Such signs of a nation as language, 
some features of culture, everyday life, psychology (character) and so on 
have various degrees of stavility. Language is the most stable of them and, 
naturally, the merging of national languages, the emergence of a single 
world language will occur after others; this will complete the entire pro- 
cess of the merging of nations. One may assume also that ©» tain cultural— 
custom features, which are directly connected with natures ).-climatic and 
geographical conditions in the life of the people will not completely dis- 
appear. But their essence and character will change: they will not be 
ethnic signs or specific features, that is, they will not be inherent to 
some special historical communities of people. 


In examining the problem of the merging of nations, one cannot but stop on 
the views of individual authors who do not accept the merging of nations at 
all, even in the distant future. Their discussions and arguing can be 
drawn to the following thesis. National Junguages, national cultural 
values, they say, were created in the ccurse of many centuries and even 
millenniums of the history of peoples. They endured tremendous trials and 
are eternal. One cannot imagine that all languages, all achievements of 
national cultures which the nations take pride in, will some day disappear, 
would be replaced by a single language and all-world culture. We feel that 
this type of outlook is based upon misunderstandings and a shallow under- 
standing of the essence of the Marxist-Leninist theory on the development 
of socialist nations and prospects for their merging in the future. 


The process of the merging of nations should be examined using the dialectic, 
One cannot imagine the merging of nations as a destruction (or disappearanc) 
of all of the national valves created by them, of the achievements of cul- 
ture and a replacement of them with a completely new, artificially created 
non-national phenomenon which has no tie of continuity with the past. It 
will occur as a result of a most high development and blossoming of nations, 
their multi-sided drawing together, when all of the best achievements of 
each nation will become the integral achievement of all nations, and all 
peoples of our planet. The most important, historically necessary prere- 
qQuisites and conditions of the general process of the merging of nations 
are the transformation of socialist nations into commmist nations and 
their complete international unity as a result of the victory and consoli- 
dation of communism throughout the world. The merging of nations is a 
world process, and not a local one. It cannot be realized within the

limits of an individual country (even such a large and milvi-national one 
as the USSR) or of groups of countries,° 


In conclusion, one would like to underscore that the interests of Soviet 
science and the interests of the communist education of Soviet people 
require that in scientific research as well as in propaganda work, contra- 
dictions should be overcome in the treatment and impiementation of basic 
concepts and categories of Marxist-Leninist theory of nations and national 
relations.

{Text_7 The preliminary results of the All-Union Census conducted by organs 
of state statistics in January of this year were published in the press 

in May, 1979. Currently, the USSR Central Statistical Administration hac 
completed ite work on the first section o* the census which outlines the 

size and composition of the population according to sex, marital status, 
level of education, nationality and native language, employment classifi- 
cation, and number and size of families. 


The population of the Uzbek SSR came to 15.391 million people on 17 January, 
1979. In comparison with the previous census in 1970, the population has 
increased by 3.592 million people or by 30 percent. This translates into 
an average annual population growth of 3.3 percent. The population grew 
in all of the republic's oblasts. “ 
The urban population increased from 4.322 million to 6.348 million in 1979 
and came to 41 percent of ‘e republic's population, as opposed to 37 
percent according to the last census. 


The rural population decreased from 63 percent of the population in 1970 

to 59 percent in 1979. This is explained by the movement of some of the 
rural population to the cities and also by the transformation of rural 
population points to urban ones. This objective process is cau6ed by the 
development of industry and transportation, by the large scope of construc- 
tion work and by mechanization and the rise in labor productivity in 
agriculture. 


The continuous growth of the level of education, culture and training of 
specialists is an inherent characteristic of the life of the Soviet people. 
Universal compulsory secondary education for young people is now being 
implemented in the republic. The number of those with a higher and secondary 
(complete or incomplete) education comes to 7.0197 million people according 
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to the 1979 census. This is a two-fold increase in comparison with 1970. 

A significant equalization in the level of education of the urban and 
rural population has taken place. In 1970, 734 people out of 1,000 in 

the city had a higher and secondary education among the working population. 
In rural areas, it was 613 out of 1,000. In 1979, 873 out of 1,000 
workers in the city had attained this level of education, and 829 out of 
1,000 in the countryside. 


More than 100 nationalities and peoples live in Uzbekistan. Those 
questioned in the census indicate their nationality and language themselves. 
From 1970-1978, the population of the overwhelming majority of the 
republic's nationalities and peoples increased. The data show that 95.6 
percent of the entire population consider their national language their 
native language, and 4.4 percent nane languages of other peoples of the 
USSR. The Russian language is playing an important role in the process 
of the steady drawing together of all Soviet peoples and in the intensifi- 
cation of their fraternal friendship and cooperation. In the 1970 census, 
1.8122 million people of various nationalities and peoples of Uzbekistan 
named the Russian language as a second language which they spoke freely. 
In 1979, their number increased to 7.1797 million people. 


The results of the 1979 census contain data on the number and sizes of 
families. In all, 2.6475 million families were considered of which 13.4 
percent consist of two people, 14.3 percent of three people, 16.3 percent 
of four people and 56 percent of five and more people. The average 
family size (members of a family living together) on the whole throughout 
the republic consisted of 5.5 people, 4.6 within the urban population and 
6.2 within the rural population. 


According to the data of the 1979 census of the population, 5.508 million 
men and womea were married. In comparison with 1970, their number grew 
by 1.2881 million people, or by 20.5 percent. 


According to the results of the census, 6.2011 million people are engaged 
in public production, or 46 percent more than in 1970. 


Work on the materials of the All-Union Census of the Population is continu- 
ing.

KULMATOV ADDRESSES KIRGIZ WRITERS AND ARTISTS

[Text] A profoundly concerned conversation was held at the All-Union 
Conference of Ideological Workers, about the tasks that social development 
is advancing at the present stage to writers and masters of Soviet 
multinational art. I participated at this conference. The issues that 
were discussed and recommendations that were adopted inspire a desire to 
work with all seriousness, interpreting the role of Soviet culture in our 
dynamically developing life from the positions of the Party. 


Contemporaneity is the spirit of art, its flesh and blood. In litera- 
ture and art, this is not only a chronological category, but primary and 
ideological and esthetic one. The currentness of art lies in the activity 
of its spiritual effect on the reader, spectator or listener, its being 
loaded with progressive ideas, determining movement, reality and history, 
timeliness of the issues and vitality of the material that the artist 
typifies in his works. And it is expressly the organic link with 
currentness that is particularly strong in our times in the literature and 
art of socialist realism. 


It is remarkable that Kirgiz literature and art, as an inseparable ele- 
ment of multinational Soviet culture, date back to the discovery of the 
subject of the October Revolution and extolling its leader, V. I. Lenin. 
The great Kirgiz democratic bard, Toktogul Satylganov was among the 
first poets of the Land of the Soviets to welcome with inspiration the 
start of a new era, of freedom and rebirth of a formerly backward and 
lawless people. 


This was not only a contemporary, current in the deepest sense of the

This monument, created by 
the sculptor Turgunbay Sadykov, national artist of Kirgiz SSR, personifies 
the lofty idea of the indestructible alliance between the working 
class and peasants, the brotherhood of nations. The audieme has viewed 
with great interest the motion picture of Tolomush Okeyev, people's artist 
of Kirgiz SSR, entitled "Bow to Fire,"' which deals with Urkuya Saliyeva, 
a heroine of the revolutionary years, the first Kirgiz woman to become 

the chairman of a kolkhoz and who gave her life on behalf of the victory 
of the ideals of the October Revolution. The ballet-oratoria of People's 
artist of tle USSR, Kalyy Moldobasanov, entitled "The Field of Motherhood," 
a work that is a highly artistic embodiment of philosophical ideas 

about the spiritual strength of Soviet man, lofty ideas of patriotism and 
humanism, has taken a firm place in the repertoire of the Kirgiz Republic 
Theater for Opera and Ballet, and it received the USSR State Prize. 


It is completely justified shat historical-heroic topics always 

occupied and will occupy one of the focai places in both overall Union 
and Kirgiz national art. It would be difficult to overestimate the 
significance of literary and artistic works dealing with this topic to 
ideological and ethical education, but of course such topics are not 

all that the creativity of writers, artists, cinematographers, legitimate 
stage performers and sculptors deals with. We expect them to provide 
artistic interpretation of current events and phenomena. 


How do the artists of Kirgizia view our times? What problems trouble 
them, what are they against and what do they defend? What is the creative 
potential of literature and art of socialistic Kirgizstan? 


Many representatives of arc in Kirgizia deal boldly, along Party lines, 
with the most pressing problems of our times. The best works of writers, 
composers, cinematograrhers, playwrights and workers in the theater 
find a broad response among their readers, spectators and audience, 

and this is evidence of the fact that their creativity is very current. 


The stories of Chingiz Aytmatov, Hero of Socialist Labor, recipient of 
the Lenin and State prizes of the USSR and People's writer of Kirgiz SSR, 
entitled "Farewell Gul'sars!" "The White Ship™ and others are well- 
known in our country and abroad. In the first of these, the writer, 
having created the image of our contemporary, the communist Tanabay, 
poses and skillfully solves the problem of man's duty to himself and his 
people. In the second story, the author speaks against social evils, 
manifested by self-interest, extreme cruelty sparing nothing around 

that should live, neither national memory nor the heart of a child. The 
artistic film of People's actor of Kirgiz SSR, Bolot Shamshiyev, 
entitled "The White Ship," based on the story with the same title by Ch. 
Aytmatov, has become an independent work of art, an affirmation of 
good, lumanism, irreconciably rejecting the consumer ethics of those 
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who need nothing more of life than to “have butter ["fat"] in their cup, 
butter in their spoon and butter in their mouth." 


There are many facts that indicate that artists and writers of our republic 
began to delve deeper into vital processes, became bolder in raising acute 
problems of our times in their works, proposing an uncompromising investi- 
gation of socioethical phenomena and human nature under the direct in- 
fluence of the socialist democracy and ideological documents of our 

Party. Here is another example to confirm what we have stated; the 

artistic film of T, Okeyev, People's artist of Kirgiz SSR, entitled 
"Ulan." 


Ulan [uhlan] is the stormy wind of Issyk-Kul', It devastates and destroys 
everything and carries trouble with it. The film entitled "Ulan" 

also deals with a phenomenon that has a destructive and devastating effect 
on human lives, a phenomenon that bears the name of drunkenness. 

"Ulan" explores the destruction of the personality of its hero, Azat 
Mayramov, who is talentedly played by the well-knwon Soviet actor, 
Suymenkul Chokmorov. The fate of the film's hero warns those who give 
little thought to their duty to their family and society. 


The Soviet artist is a participant in our general, multifaceted work 

for communistic transformation of the world, work that is creative, 
follows a plan and is constructive. The art of socialist realism 

fever considers critical problems as a goai in themselves, as it aids 

the Party and society in fighting against everything that slows down the 
building of communism and formation of the new man. Always, at all 

times and particularly in our days, an assertive beginning, based on 
historical optimism and objective analysis of reality, was and remains the 
prime and decisive factor in the art of socialist realism. 


The writers and artists of Kirgizia, like the artists of other sister 
republics, reveal to readers, spectators and audiences the main and 
genuine element of man, his humanistic essence and creative orientation, 
loyalty to communistic ideals, international and Soviet patriotism, as 
they expose the deep strata of life and create images of heroes of our 
times. Expressly this characterizes the creative activity of Aala 
Tokombayev, Hero of Socialist Labor and People's poet of Kirgiz SSR, 
whose philosophical lyricism of recent years finds a lively response in 
the hearts of our contemporaries. It is expressly with these ideas and 
feelings that the artistic cloths are permeated in the works of the 
pioneers in Kirgiz fine art Gapar Aytiyev, Semen Afanas'yevich 
Chukov, and the works of Lidiya Aleksandrovna I1'ina. 


This republics creative figures are systematically and purposefully 
developing current topics. This is evidenced by the plays by the Kirgiz 
playwright, T. Abdumomunov, which have been included in the repertoire 
of theaters, as well as the works of T. Sydykbekov, K. Bayalinov, K. 
Malikov, T. Umetaliyev, A. Toktomushev, Sh. Beyshenaliyev, S. Dzhusuyev, 
S. Eraliyev and other Soviet Kirgiz literary figures. 
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Unfortunately, not all authors succeed equally in attaining complete har- 
mony between artistry and content of their artistic image. Not infre- 
quently, we encounter mediocrity and declarative pronouncements. Wherever 
genuine artistry is replaced by outwardly smooth stylistics and profound 
knowledge of life is replaced by pseudoepicality, the timeliness of the 
problems usually loses its acuity and social significance, 


The success or failure of some artist or other are determined by the manner 
and extent to which he is close to the life of the people, a direct parti- 
cipant in the cultural development. In this respect too, quite a lot 

of remarkable things have been achieved in our republic: patronage by 
theaters and studios of kolkhozes, sovkhozes, industrial enterprises, 
construction sites, trips made by writers, artists and actors around the 
republic, literary positions at the Toktogul and Kurpsay hydroelectric 
power stations. As a rule, it is expressly such direct involvement in the 
life and labor of industrial groups that leads to creative success. Here 
is only one example that confirms this thought. 


For 15 years, the film group of the Kirgizfil'm studio headed by the 
director A. Vidugiris not only took films of the construction of the 
Toktogul hydroelectric power station, but share in the life and problems 
of the builders. The high citizen-minded position of the documentary 
film makers, their profound knowledge of people and ppoblems they solve 
yielded their fruit: there was a highly ideological and truthful embodi- 
ment of present-day life in a large group in the dialogue of the 

"Naryn Diary." 


Recently, at the initiative of the Kirgiz Writers" Union, we were visited 
by writers and poets from sister republics. We asked them to participate 
in writing a book about modern Kirgizstan. Our guests met with industrial 
workers, animal breeders, farmers and they visited the cotton growers in 
the southern part of the ‘cpublic. We believe that the collection of 
essays about the worxers of Kirgizstan, about their selfless labor, will 
become one of the shining pages in the annals of our mountainous region. 


At all of the historical stages, modern art responded and now responds to 
the most pressing spiritual needs of people. Artists, who create the 
everlasting, always addressed themselves to their own times, their con- 
temporaries, finding answers to troubling questions from them and their 
activities. Such purposefulness is also a distinctive feature in the 
creativity of writers and artists of Kirgizia in our times. In our re- 
public we have supported in the past and will continue to support every- 
thing that is talented and highly artistic that meets the demands of con- 
temporary times. There is no doubt that the writers, artists, playwrights, 
film and theater workers of socialist Kirgizstan will justify the expecta- 
tions of the Party and people, that they will create new, genuinely con- 
temporary artistic works.

GEORGIAN WRITERS' UNION OFFICIAL ON CADRE WORK, DIRECTIONS 
Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian 8 Dec 79 p 3 


[Article by Georgian Writers' Union Board Secretary Giorgi Tsitsishvili under 
rubric "A Writer's Thoughts After the 17th GCP CC Plenum": "Today's Crown, 
Tomorrow's Foundation Stone" ] 


[Summary] Along with Georgia's party organization, the numerous forces on 
Georgia's cultural front have also matured; news prospects are opened up to 
them since the inhibiting phenomena that gained a foothold in the republic 
in the 1950s and 1960s were rooted out. Encouraging progress has been made 
in the last six to seven years, and not just in our republic. Our creative 
unions have grown in cultural, artistic, and professional commitment. We 
can now speak of "a new creative upsurge of contemporary Soviet national 
culture." 


A big factor in the reactivation of the intelligentsia was the October 1964 
CPSU CC Plenum, which was recently celebrated at the all-union ideological 
conference. That plenum put an end to voluntarism, subjectivism, and 
administration-by-decree [administrirovaniye], and infused new strength 
into our multinational Soviet literature and art. 


The GCP CC has rallied and mobilized our cultural forces. The example of 
the GCP CC's leadership of the culture front in the past seven years is of 
general party significance, on a party-wide scale, for it can "diversity the 
experience of party work in providing leadership of the national cultures 
under socialism, in the development of a culture that is national in form, 
socialist in content, and internationalist in orientation." This is the 
direction cadre growth must take--enriched internationalism, broader scope, 
fidelity to the truly popular [narodnyy] and realistic, correct orientation 
to current processes, systematic inculcation of the party spirit. 


In the past few years, the party has entrusted our creative cadres with tasks 
of party-state and social importance. As a result, the Writers' Union is 
strong and has its own periodical press; we publish our own newspaper, four 
major journals (three in Georgian and one in Russian), and a number of 
journal-type almanacs. Nor is it surprising that working and living 
conditions for workers in the arts have been vastly improved in the past 

five or six years. Writers have been granted substantial funds to travel 
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to various economic sectors. All of the arts have similarly benefitted, 
with new facilities both in Tbilisi and in other cities and rayons. 


In response to the party's help and concern for the arts, the creative 
unions’ party organizations are growing steadily and playing an increasing 
role in ideology. 


How different this all is from the situation ten years ago, when writers 
especially were viewed and treated with veiled suspicion, their principled 
statements were termed "damaging attacks," and they were considered trouble- 
makers. 


Nevertheless, there are still shortcomings. In particular, Georgian writers 
have yet to tackle successfully the task of depicting our heroic present 

in an artistic manner. It is no longer enough to unmask and condemn 
entrenched negative phenomena. Now we must portray positive phenomena in 

an artistic and convincing manner. This is much more difficult, for it 

is always easier to depict and ridicule the negative than to convincingly 
extol the positive. 


We must quickly rally our cadres to create broad epic portrayals of our 
righteous contemporaries and today's events. Ideological and artistic 
principles must be merged to yield works that are both social [sotsial'nyy] 
and party-oriented [partiynyy], true and popular, artistic and ideological. 


"So far, however, there is too much of getting carried away by the ‘particu- 
lar' event, the rare instance, of kowtowing to 'the exotica of the unique.' 
This is harmful to the task of depicting reality realistically... Typifica- 
tion [tipizatsiya] has been and remains the chief law in Soviet art." 


It is here that our young Georgian prose writers are going wrong. They are 
so intent on the exceptiona. that they cannot properly portray the essence 

of today, the laws governing social development. Another bad tendency is 
that they restrict their social vision through narrow personal considerations 
of morals and ethics. 


Our young poets have been resorting excessively to so-called "vers libre" 
and "blank (unrhymed) verse." The cure for this "modishness" is to return 
to verse forms that are more natural and organic to Georgian poetry. 
Stilted forms do not enhance. 


Part of this waywardness is due to the fact that young and beginning 
writers are cut off from the older and middle generations. Our eminent 
writers keep to themselves and hardly know the younger ones either in 
person or by their works. This is unforgiveable. 


We have also failed to do our cadre work, to distinguish good from bad 
aspiring writers, especially since so many young people think that writing 
is the easy path to success, 
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Still, work with young cadres in the Writers’ Union has improved in the past 
two years thanks to efforts initiated by the GCP CC and the Komsomol CC. 

Young cadre work is supervised and coordinated by one of the board 
secretaries. In the past two years, about 200 young writers have become 
union members, and many have been given substantial assignments and 

monetary aid. A Young Writers' Association has been set up. Young 

writers are allotted quotas in the publishing houses. Their works are getting 
published. 


It is essential to methodically merge experienced cadres with young cadres. 
It is just as wrong to coddle them as to ignore them. Nor must they be 
allowed to go professional too soon, before they have werked in a collective, 
lest they burn out prematurely. 


The Writers' Union's prestige is such that people are always coming there 
to share ideas, sound the alarm, and so on, but there are still those who 
don't like writers meddling in their affairs. Yet the writer's "party eye" 
should reach into all aspects of life; this is its social significance, its 
indoctrinational function, without which it cannot faithfully serve the 
party. 


[The author then presents detailed discussion of various social woes as 
being within the purview of the concerned writer: Preschool child care 
facilities, which are inadequate and crowded and cannot do a good job of 
indoctrinating and socializing the children; this also creates problems 

for working mothers and leads to high turnover; enterprises and associations 
are not concerned enough to build such facilities, nor do the local soviets 
seem to care. Next, there are several paragraphs on the plight of "women 
chained to the home" by chores and children and thus deprived of the 
opportunity to socialize, modernize, and do socially useful work. Next, 
the trade organizations are doing a bad job of supplying food, etc, to 

the schools and there have been cases of stealing. Another alarming 
phenomenon is teachers who take bribes for good grades; the author partly 
blames the introduction of the “secondary accreditation mark" [srednyaya 
attestatsionnaya otmetka]; witnessing this kind of thing corrupts the 
children themselves--crime among schoolchildren is rising. We cannot 
console ourselves by noting that the problem is widespread elsewhere too; 
we have not yet put a complete stop to the excesses of the past]. 


Some people wrongly think that we should stop dwelling on past mistakes. 
But the political, economic, moral, and national damage done to us has to 
be examined to prevent its recurrence. Our wounds are not yet healed, 
the disease is not cured. 


The cost of past mistakes can be seen in the state of our printing trade, 
which has not yet recovered. To turn a manuscript into literature requires 
the coordinated efforts of the publishing house and the printing plant; 
unfortunately, this has not been achieved, The party's Central Committee 
has honored the Writers’ Union by appointing writers as publishing house 
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directors and as chairman of the State Press Committee, Despite their efforts, 
the printing base is still in a sad state. 


The Tbilisi Book Factory, with its big capacity, has been in operation five 
years, but it lacks adequate manpower and is producing far below capacity. 
At the same time, a number of presses have been shut down (to be sure, 

they were small and semi-primitive anyway), and so output has actually 
declined. The Press Combine is also working far below capacity because of 
its cadre shortage. 


Georgia's printing trade could be profitable now if it hadn't been for the 
Goskomizdat's neglect of cadres. Despite party decrees, for example, 
facilities and housing for printing trade workers are not being build and 
allocated. It's hardly surprising that they turn to other work. One bright 
spot is that the Council of Ministers recen'ly authorized Goskomizdat to 
build a workers’ apartment building on the Book Plant's grounds.

PROBLEMS, PROSPECTS IN WORK WITH YOUNG WRITERS

visor of the Young Writers’ Circle: "Nurture a Seedling, Raise a Garden 
Work With Creative Young People Is Our Common Concern") 


[Summary] The important matter of work with creative young people was the 
subject of an October 1976 CPSU CC decree and was also singled out at the 
25th party congress. This vital work demands constant involvement and 
help on the part of all concerned. The Central Committee supports the 
creative unions' initiative to create youth work councils (commissions), 
enlisting outstanding masters of literature and the arts and holding 
seminars and conferences. 


In Georgia this work has been going quite well. The GCP CC passed a resolu- 
tion on the matter, and the Georgian Komsomol CC discussed it at its plenum. 
A Young Writers’ Association was set up, headed by a buro under poet 
Dzhansug Charkviani, a secretary of the Writers’ Union. Young people in 

the other arts have similarly benefited. The University's Young Writers' 
Circle has been flourishing for three decades now. The work of our young 
writers and the efforts of our Komsomol in this regard have drawn attention 
elsewhere in the Soviet Union and been written up favorable in PRAVDA 
(although PRAVDA did note that the critics are often too lenient). The list 
of outstanding graduates of our Circle is a long one, also other young 
writers. 


The Georgian Komsomol CC and the Writers’ Union are constantly concerned 
for young writers, encouraging them and helping in every way to develop 
their talent, in response to directives of the 25th party congress. 


In an article about wor). with young writers, Nodar Dumbadze stressed that 
young writers must have both talent and a love of labor, and admonished 
them to keep in mind that creative work takes enormous effort. With regard 
to the older generation's duty to young writers, Dumbadze wrote that "the 
youth of our nation is in our nation is in our hands." 


In a writers’ discussion of the matter in the pages of LITERATURULI SAKARTVELO, 
Dzhansug Charkviani and Alio Adamia both stressed that there can be no 
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compromise with regard to ideological and artistic criteria. On the other 
hand, young writers have to be given the chance to "try their wings." 

Adamia singled out three points: Publication of the young writer's first 
book; recommenders of the book; and acceptance into the Writers’ Union. And 
he said that only talented youngsters should be accepted; hustlers and drudges 
must be kept out. 


The Georgian Writers’ Union Plenum focused specially on the Central Committee's 
decree on work with creative young people, and much of the discussion was 
cogent and timely. Unfortunately, the young writers that were the concern 

of the discussion did not take active part. 


Much, then, has been done. But paying lip service to the principle that 
young writers must be given the chance to "try their wings" is not enougi:. 
Young writers have a hard time getting their work published. AKHALGAZRDA 
KOMUNISTI and TSISKARI, which are supposed to publish this work, are 
inadequate. Moreover, TSISKARI's writers are not between 40 and 50 years 
old. Isn't it time Georgia had a single literary journal exclusively for 
young writers? Either that or turn TSISKARI back to them. 


It is also desirable-~-and this is stipulated in the decree--to include young 
people on editorial boards. 


Despite various shortcomings, our young writers now benefit from favorable 
circumstances and solicitude that the older generation can only view with 
good-natured envy.

Who Is a Leader 
Moscow PRAVDA in Russian 14 Feb 80 p 2

[Text] The flaws and oversights of Party committees in Severo- 
Osetinskaya ASSR in work with cadres were criticized in articles 

entitled "Who Should Be a Leader," and "Who Should Not Be a Leader," 
published in PRAVDA on 14 and 15 November 1979. These statements in 
the newspaper were broadly discussed by communists and workers of that 
republic. Considerable attention was given to these articles at the 
plenum of the Severo-Osetinskaya obkom when considering issues pertaining 
to promoting the role of primary Party organizations. 


A reprimand was delivered to V. Mindzayev, first secretary of the 
Digorskiy raykom for serious flaws in work with cadres. There was con- 
demnation of the delays and lack of principles of the Ordzhonikidze 
gorkom, in contradiction with the norms of Party life, with respect to 
examination of reports about the wisconduct of S. Akiyev, former director 
of the construction tekhnikum. The office of the CPSU obkom reported 

to the former second secretary of the Ordzhonikidze gorkom, M. Tsallagv, and 
first secretary of the Sovetskiy rayokom, R. Kardiyeva, the unprincipled 
approach to evaluation of that administrator's anti-Party behavior. 
Akiyev was removed from the position of chief enginee. of the Severo- 
Osetinskiy industrial association for industrial consturction materials. 
As for N. Digurov, who was also discussed in one of the articles, in 

view of the fact that he was a participant in the Great Patriotic War, 
the obkom office limited itself to a previously announced strict 
reprimand, a record of which was entered on his report card, and relieved 
him of his duties as head o° the agricultural department of the obkon, 
transferring him to a less portant sector. 


The work of a number of other administrators was analyzed very thoroughly, 
in the spirit of the statennts made in PRAVDA. The director of the 





Ordzhonikidze Petroleum Base, B. Vaziyev, was removed from his post for 
infraction of financial discipline and ethical norms. He was severely 
reprimanded. G. Sapogovskiy, director of the Beslan Reinforced Concrete 
Products Plant, was removed from his job for gross infraction of 

State discipline, failure to take steps to eliminate flaws in management 
and persecution of public inspectors of the enterprise. The head of 

the territorial administration for construction, "Sevosetinpromstroy," 
K. Lebedev, and A. Makiyev, director of the Ordzhonikidze Quarry 
Administration, “Rosmramorgranit," were relieved of their posts for 
failing to implement guidance. 


The office of the CPSU obkom has charged the departments of the obkon, 
Ordzhonikidze ,orkom and raykoms to prepare and implement practical 
measures for impcovement of work with personnel; it also demanded 
strict adherence to Leninist principles in screening and training 
administrators. 


The cadre resources were revised by the obkom, gorkom and raykom of the 
CPSU in the light of the criticism in the PRAVDA articles. 


In view of the statements in PRAVDA, the CPSU obkom also summarized the 
practice of imposing and removing Party penalties. The results were dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the obkom office. The decision of the office and 
letter from the departments of the obkom were forwarded to the raykoms for 
the purpose of taking specific steps. 


Formal Reaction to 'PRAVDA' Statements

[Text] Having discussed the items entitled "Who Should Be a Leader" 

and "Who Should Not Be a Leader," the Checheno-Ingushskaya obkom of the 
CPSU observes that they raised some important problems of upgrading work 
with cadres in the light of the requirements of the 25th Party Congress, 
subsequent plenums and decrees of the CC CPSU, the theses and conclusions 
contained in the speeches of comrade L. I. Brezhnev. 


The issues raised by the newspaper, the profoundly argumented and 

basic criticism of the flaws in Northern Osetia are also of great import- 
ance to the Party organizations of Checheno-Ingushskaya ASSR. For this 
reason, the office of the CPSU obkom has outlined steps for future 
improvement of work with personnel. The data contained in PRAVDA were 
discussed at Party gorkoms, raykoms and all major primary Party organiza- 
tions, as well as meetings of this republic's Party management aktiv. 
This helped detect specific flaws in the work of a number of Party, 
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soviet and economic organs. Omissions have been discloseu in the work 
with the cadre resources, and incidents of promotion to administrative 
positions of workers who did not have the necessary business and political 
training, as well as unwarranted transfers from one administrative posi- 
tion to another of individuals who compromised themselves, have also been 
discovered, 


A basic Party evaluation was made of all these infractions. Steps are 

being taken to prevent future occurrence of such incidents. At the

Rayon was discussed, devoted much attention to elimination of the causes 
nd conditions generating flaws in working with cadres.

UZBEK ACADEMICIAN URGES ATTENTION TO HISTORICAL SCIENCES 
Tashkent PRAVYDA VOSTOKA in Russian 16 Jan 80 p 3 


[Article by Mm, Akhunova, corresponding member of the Uzbek Academy of 
Sciences, director of the Institute of History, Uzbek Academy of 
Sciences: "To Serve Society--Pressing Problems of Development of 
Historic Science"] 


[Text] There is a profound and compreheusive substantiation of the program 
for development of Soviet science, as well as the means of increasing 

the effectiveness of its influence on all areas of life of the Soviet 
society, in the Proceedings of the 25th CPSU Congress. The decree of the 
CC CPSU, "On further improvement of ideological and political indoctrina- 
tion [education]," is very important in defining the long-range directions 
of historical science, 


In the past years of the 10th Five-Year Plan, scientist-historians of 
Uzbekistan conducted research in many directions. The conference of 
historians, convened at the CC of the Uzbekistan Communist Party in 
September 1976, at which recommendations and desires were expressed to 
this republic's historians, had a strong influence on the choice of 
scientific directions made by the staff of the institute. 


In 4 years of the current five-year plan, the staff of the Institute of 
History, Uzbek Academy of Sciences, published 21 monographs, 5 collections 
of documents, 30 popular science pamphlets and more than 250 scientific 
articles in central and republic-level periodicals. The overall volume 
of published works constitutes more than 800 printed sheets. 


The staff of the institute waged an extensive campaign to disseminate 
political and scientific information. 


All of the projects worked on at the institute in 1976-1980 are contained 
in the summary coordinated plan of the Department of History, USSR Academy 
of Sciences. Our institute is involved in work on such regional topics as 
"V. I. Lenin in the Historical Fate of the Peoples of Central Asia and 
Kazakhstan" (coordinated by the Kirgiz Academy of Sciences), "Historic 

and Ethnographic Atlas of the Peoples of Central Asia and Kazakhstan” 
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(coordinated by the Institute of Ethnography, USSR Academy of Sciences), 
"Cultural Progress of the Peoples of Central Asia and Kazakhstan Under 
Socialism" (joint work with the academies of sciences of the Tadhzhik, 
Kazakh, Turkmen and Kirgiz SSR's). The department of ethnography of 

the Soviet period of Uzbekistan, in collaboration with the sector for socto- 
logical studies of the Institute of Ethnography, USSR Academy of Sciences, 
is conducting ethnosociological research in Uzbekistan within the frame- 
work of the All-Union study on the topic of "Sociocultural Development 

and Rapprochement of Nations in the USSR." 


The institute coordinates studies on "The History of the Great Patriotic 
War" (in collaboration with the Institute of Party History unde* the CC 

of the Uzbekistan communist party and scientists at this republic's VUZ's). 
Work on "The Code for Monuments" is coordinated with the Institute of 
Archeology, Uzbek Academy of Sciences, Institute of Art of the Uzbek 
Ministry of Culture, oblast museums of kray history and chairs of history 
of USSR State pedagogic institutes. 


However, it should be noted that we historians still do not joint forces 
enough with others to study complex and pressing problems, in order to 
improve the quality and effectiveness of scientific research work. 


A new task is formulated in the area of development of social sciences in 
the decree of the CC CPSU, "On intensification of ideological and 
political indoctrination [education] work." 


The time is past now for solitary sc:ientists. Complex and genuinely 
in-depth studies of important problems can be conducted only through the 
efforts of a large team of scientists, not only specializing in history, 
but other social sciences--archeology, ethnography, philosophy, literature 
and linguistics. For this reason, we must expand and strengthen 

creative ties with the scientists of Moscow, Leningrad, sister republics of 
Central Asia and Kazakhstan, scientists at the republic's VUZ's and the 
Uzbek Academy of Sciences itself. We need closer business contacts as 
well betwe on departments of our institute and must prepare works with the 
participation of the staff of adjacent departments. The departments and 
sectors of the institute must change into coordinating centers for work on 
specific problems of historical science. All of the scientist-historians 
of the republic should be allied around these coordination centers. 


There are large tasks before ethnographers specializing in the Soviet 
period of Uzbekistan. As they study modern lifestyles and culture of the 
republic's inhabitants, chey should make close contacts with rayon councils 
for culture and customs, with secretaries of raykoms and rural soviets, 
This would help the ethnographers prepare practical recommendations on 
introduction of new customs and rituals. 


It would be desirable for our scientists to be more active in publishing 
articles in central periodicals that deal with the most pressing problems 
of pre-Soviet and Soviet history of Uzbekistan. 
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In the last few years, there has been significant growth of the 

authority of our scientists on the All-Union and international arena. 

They successfully participated in a number of international scientific 
congresses, symposiums and conferences; they delivered papers, defending 
and propagandizing Marxist-Leninist views on pressing issues of our times, 


The scientist-historians of Uzbekistan have done much work to prepare and 
conduct the Soviet-Indian symposium on "Problems of secularization in 
societies with many religions: experience in the USSR and India" and the 
3d session of the Soviet-Hungarian commission for collaboration in the 
field of social sciences, dedicated to the 60th anniversary of proclama- 
tion of the Hunearian Soviet Republic. 


Tasks of further refinement of training and education of qualified 
scientists, strengthening of the ties between science and industry, have 
emerged at this new stage of building of communism. 


At present, there are 60 doctors and hundreds of candidates of historical 
sciences working at scienti‘ic research institutions. The Institute of 
History, Uzbek Academy of Sciences, is pcrforming considerable work 

on the training of scientific personnel. Two specialized councils were 
established at the institute for the defense of doctoral and candidatorial 
dissertations in the specialty of "History of the USSR." 


There has been a significant increase in requirements made with respect 
to the quality of dissertations and the candidates themselves, with 
stricter rules for admission to graduate studies, special attention being 
given to the topics of dissertations with consideration of their time- 
liness, thoroughness, perspective and link with the institute's plan 

of problems and topics. 


Because of the current demands, the problem or training specialists in 
specific directions of historical science has become more acute. We are 
experiencing a shortage in our republic of qualified personnel in the 
fields of ethnography, ancient and medieval history, archeology and histo- 
riography. They must all have good methodological training and know 
foreign languages. It would be deSirable to increase the number of 

places for graduate studies and allocate specialized graduate study 

places for the Institute of History at the head scientific institutions of 
Moscow and Leningrad, as well as to adopt the practice of placing 
scientific workers as trainees at central scientific institutions, special 
attention being given to such places for ethnographers. 


At the present time, the staff of the Institute of History has begun 
to prepare the plan of topics for scientific research under the llth 
Five-Year Plan. This plan is being prepared in a complex fashion, on 
a profound scientific basis, with due consideration of the needs of 
social development and scientific capabilities of the republic. 
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Under the llth Five-Year Plan, such basic research as the three-volume 
"History of Tashkent From Antiquity to Our Times" will be completed. It 
will be produced in collaboration with archeologists, art historians and 
scientists from a number of VUZ's. It will reflect the process of incep- 
tion, creation and development of that city, its transformation into one 
of the largest industrial and cultural centers. 


The problem of "Uzbekistan during the period of developed socialism," 
will be worked on jointly by the republic's historians; on the basis of 
studies and use of the latest records, it will shed comprehensive ligh' 
on the history of Uzbekistan during the period of developed soc. ilism. 


Studies of the appearance and development oi the workiuy class in Uzbeki- 
stan in the course of the building of socialism are of great scientific 
and practical importance. Here, special attention should be given to the 
study and generalization of sociopolitical aspects of formation and 
development of the republic's working class along the lines of noncapi- 
talistic development. 


Under the llth Five-Year Plan, it is projected to publish a two-volume 
work, entitled "The History of Culture of the Peoples of Uzbekistan 
From Antiquity to Our Days," in which questions of ethnic culture in 
Uzbekistan will be explored at all stages of social development. 


A monograph entitled “Traditional and New Elements in the Lifestyle of 
the Rural Population of Uzbekistan" will be published (in collaboration 
with the Institute of Ethnography, USSR Academy of Sciences), on the 
basis of studies of field ethnographic and mass survey ethnosociological 
data.

the material aspect, but issues related to complex implementation of 
communistic education. 


In-depth and comprehensive studies of inception and development of the 
national liberation struggle of the peoples of Central Asia, its 
approximation to and merging with the revolutionary movement of the work- 
ing class in Russia are of great scientific and political significance, 


The performance of these tasks will aid in further intensification of 
the ideological-theoretical and scientific level of studies; it will have 
a direct influence on ideological and political indoctrination work.

IDEOLOGICAL SHORTCOMINGS, TASKS OF SOCIAL SCIENCE RESEARCH

[Summary] A vital landmark .n the republic's ideological life was the 

26 June 1979 party aktiv dealing with "Tasks of the Republic's Party 
Organization With Regard to Implementing the CPSU CC Decree ‘Further 
Improvement of Ideological and Political-Indoctrination Work.'" Special 
focus was placed on the role of the social science departments [kafedry], 
in particular and especially those involved with the science of party 
history, reserach in which is particularly timely [aktual'nyy] because of 
its subject matter. The GCP CC has placed special emphasis on the social 
sciences, especially with regard to GCP CC decrees concerning the work of 
the GS°? Academy of Sciences Institute of History, Archeology, and Ethno- 
graphy imeni I. Dzhavakhishvili and the Institute of Philosophy and the 
GCP CC Party History Institute, also the work and instruction in scientific 
communism provided in the social science departments of the VUZs. They 
are of great importance to all social science research and ideological 
work, and map out measures to further develop social sciences in the 
republic and raise the ‘deological and scientific level of party history 
research. 


A landmark in the development of the science of history and party history 
was the Republic Historians' Meeting arranged and directed by the GCP CC 
and the GSSR Academy of Sciences Presidium, which dealt with many cardinal 
problems and ways to resolve then. 


In response to the party's concern and help, the various research institutions 
substantially transformed their work, for which they were praised at the 
aktiv. Indeed, the past several years have seen the publication of 
significant works on history and party history, works which set examp es 

of the party-based, Marxist-Leninist viewpoint in the study of any }.stori- 
cal problem. 


The leading relevant institutions are the GCP CC Institute of Party History 
and the Academy of Sciences Institute of History, Archeology, and Ethnography. 
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They have done outstanding work especially with regard to cardinal problems 
of the Soviet era. Good work has also been done by the Sukhumi and the 
South Ossetian branches of the Academy. 


The outstanding creativity of the Institute of Party History includes works 
on vital problems such as cadre work, party control, party-organizational 
and ideological work, internationalist indoctrination, the shaping of the 
New Man, developed socialism, etc. Special mention should be made of the 
soon-to-appear "The GCP in the Period of the Struggle To Perfect Developed 
Socialism," dealing with the GCP's efforts to restore Leninist norms in 
party life, overcome the lag in the economy, and root out private ownershi, 
and other negative tendencies. In connection with the forthcoming jubilee 
of Soviet Rule in Georgia and the GCP's founding, works are to appear dealing 
with party history, the Komsomol, illegal Bolshevik printing presses in 
Georgia, Soviet internationalism, Marxism in Georgia, the failure of the 
petty bourgeois parties in Georgia, and bourgeois falsifiers of Soviet 
Georgia's history [a monograph]. An especially welcome event will be the 
already-prepared second and fourth volumes of "The GCP in Decrees,'' volume 
four of which covers 1972-1979. 


Unfortunately, however, many research institutions--including our own insti- 
tute--are not keeping up with the party's needs, especizlly ~''h regard to 
CPSU history. Researchers in this sphere have yet to provide .undamental 
scientific studies of the causes and consequences of the negative 

phenomena prevailing in Georgian a few years ago, and the GCP's efforts 
against them--in particular, private-ownership, hustling, outmoded customs, 
briberty, protectionism, and so on. 


But that's not all. Researchers have not properly elucidated the GCP's 
efforts in regard to organizational-party work, despite numerous recent 
innovations that have helped to restore the Leninist style in state and 
party work and improve ideological work. And researchers have left 
virtually umanswered the concoctions of the bourgeois falsifiers of today's 
Georgian realities. The few pamphlets and articles that have appeared on 
these topics are not enough. 


We in the field of the science of party history have failed to help party 
Organs to acquaint the masses with these matters and map out the relevant 
tasks and directives. In fact, some people who have "embraced" the science 
of party history, far from struggling against shortcomings and seeking ways 
to eliminate them, often actually hinder the struggle and damage the 
authority of scientists in that sphere. Fortunately, they are few. Most 
of our VUZ social science lecturers ar~ ex. mplary in their fidelity to 
party principles and ideology and are the first to respond to the party's 
every call. They should not bear all the blame for the shortcomings in 
students’ ideological indoctrination. Lecturers in the other sciences and 
disciplines are also responsible for inculcating internationalism patriotism, 
high ideals, and fidelity to the socialist Homeland. Some are simply not 
doing their job. 
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At the 37th Tbilisi Party Organization Conference E. A. Shevardnadze said: 
"Regretfully we have to admit that not all workers in our ideological 
institution, scientific, cultural, and educational institutions are helping 
us in our ideological-indoctrination work, workers’ patriotic training, and 
instillation of internationalist consciousness among the masses. There 

are some, in fact--very few, to be sure--who far from helping--let's be 
frank--are only hindering our work and nothing more." 


Some so-called researchers take the easy way out with mere compilations. 
Some, in pursuit of originality, come up with primitive, unfounded, often 
erroneous statements which only introduce confusion into already thoroughly 
studied problems of party history. L. I. Brezhnev was referring to them at 
the 18th Komsomo.i Congress when he admonished all workers on the ideo:iogical 
front to give up tne practice of thoughtless parroting of familiar trut!3. 


Indeed, let's not waste time on compilations of well-worked themes when 
there are so many vital problems of the history of the revolution and Bos- 
shevik organizations in Georgia that need scientific treatment. 


Again, there are cases when various resear hers dealing with vital problems 
have contradictory views. The reason is that there is too little debate 

and idea-sharing to work out common views; and some researchers keep insisting 
on their own long-held, primitive, mistaken views. Some simply refuse to 
discuss matters in a friendly way, and instead criticize their opponents’ 
views in a personal and cynical manner. It is essential that editors avoid 
such materials, for readers take it to represent the editorial viewpoint 

and therefore that of the publication's parent organ. We do not wish to 
imply that there should be no differences of opinion; only that they must be 
resolved reasonable and in a well-substantiated manner. 


Specialists in party history have yet to contribute substantially to the 
field of organizational anc ideological-political support in the tasks 
facing the republic. The Public Opinion Council has found that many people 
still do not wnderstand the harm done to us by the negative phenomena of 
the recent past. Nor do they grasp the extent of the positive changes 
that have tceke. place. There are even those who do not want to see the 
positive ch ; we would like to remind such people that "There is none 
so blind as > will not see." 


The recent Cadre Plenum, which was almost equivalent to a congress, set 
forth the great results of the restoring of the Leninist style in the 
crucial sphere of cadre policy. 


Our republic's army of social science workers, especially those involved 
in the science of party history, must do everything in their power to 
ensure unconditional completion of these vital tasks,

RUSSIFICATION REFUTED AS PART OF THE ‘SOVIET PEOPLE' CONCEPT

[Text] Reader's inquiry: "In our country's new Constitution the term the 
historical community of people is being mentioned. Why, besides the term 
"the Soviet people", has the term "the new historical community of people" 
appeared?" 


The terms "the Soviet people" and "the new historical community of people" 
are basically the same. However, the new definition of the Soviet people 
as the new historical community of people accentuates those great positive 
changes which have occured in our country during the last few decades while 
creating the communist society. New historical conditions, economic, cul- 
tural, educational and social-life gains are thus reflected by the Consti- 
tution of the USSR. The Constitution clearly states that in the Soviet 
Union an advanced socialist society was created, in which, "based on the 
rapproachement of all classes and social strata, on the legal and factual 
equality of all nations and nationalities, on their brotherly cooperation, 
a new historical community of people--the Soviet people was formed." 


As we see, the Constitution emphasizes the legal and factual equality of 
all the nations and nationalities, and brotherly cooperation as the basis 
for the creation of the new historical community of people. 


The ideologists of capitalism immediately turned their attention to this 
description. Their aim is to discredit, to distort the essence of the 

new historical community of people, to portray it as a Russian-Soviet type 
nation, and to identify the Soviet people as a Russian nation. Many bour- 
geois ideologists, historians, propagandists, and other sundry scribes who 
call themselves "specialists on the nationality problem of the USSR," depict 
the Soviet people as being the result of the "Russification" and “assimi- 
lation" of peoples. For instance, B. Meisner, a professor, a "sociologist" 
in the Federal Republic of Germany, who was known during the Great Patriotic 
War as the execut’oner of the Baltic peoples, insists: "The Soviet people 
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must be understood in a broader sense than just the public nation of the 
USSR, which unites different nations, peoples and ethnic groups. It is 
the result of an assimilation process." 8B. Meisner insists that the term, 
the name "the Soviet people," is nothing other than a theoretical justi- 
fication “aimed toward the universal Russification of non-Russians." Ac- 
cording to B. Meisner, the new historical community is being created by 
Russians and is based on the Russian language. 


There are many similar "theories" in the West. They are all the inventions 
of antiSoviets and various other falsifiers, trying to slander and blacken 
our life. History knows the following communities of man: family, tribe, 
nationality and nation. All of them are the results of certain develop- 
mental stagcs in historical evolution. The Soviet people, essentially a 
new community of man, is a form of unity of all the Soviet nationalitics 
and nations. It is an international community of people of many nations 
and nationalities. By that it differs from a national community--the asso- 
ciation of working people of one nation. The international community-- 

the Soviet people--joins the Soviet nationalities and nations, all of whom

The Soviet people does not mean at all some super-national union, it does 
not mean that it changes nations and nationalities, as insist the anti- 
communists.

The socialist nations and nationalities 
continue to evolve in our country. Experience shows that the more common, 
international traits they have, traits typical to all the other socialist 
nations, the faster they develop.

"Soviet economy," "Soviet mode of life," and "Soviet patriotism" arose. 

In this case "Soviet'’ means*‘a common, typical characteristic of all the 
nations and nationalities of our country.

ECONOMIC DATA FALSIFICATION IN LITHUANIA 
Vilnius TIESA in Lithuanian 28 Dec 79 p 2 


{Article by Alfonsas Kairelis, public prosecutor of the Lithuanian 
SSR: "Falsification Is A Material and Moral Harm") 


[Text] It is well known that the country's economic development plan is 
approved by the supreme organ of the state authority and then it becomes 
law. It is the duty of every official, worker and kolkhoznik to fulfill 
it. However, in practice we still come across such instances where the 
chiefs and other officials of some enterprises, institutions and organiza- 
tions, instead of seeking better management methods, begin to violate 
State discipline. These negative occurences were scrupulously evaluated 
by the November 1979 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee. 


It also happens that managerial positions are filled by incidental people, 
careerists and braggarts who feel no sense of responsibility for the job 
entrusted to them. Such persons, wishing to hide their ineffectiveness 
and poor management and wanting to accoun to the State "successfully," 
submit to the higher and controlling organizations falsified statistical 
data about the fulfillment of the plans. 


And the opportunities for such violators are provided when some ministries 
and departments, the local Soviet organs, limit themselves to a superficial 
analysis of the economic activities of the cooperatives, enterprises, 
sovkhozes and kolkhozes; when they are not interested in how the book- 
keeping and statistical accounting is being improved; when they do not try 
to scrupulously evaluate the violations and to punish the guilty. 


According to the Decree of 24 May, 1961 of the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet, a punitive penalty was set for p ‘ling State accounts. This norm 
was entered into the penal codes of all the Soviet republics. The law 
provides that persons guilty of padding State accounts or of submitting 
other intentionally falsified data about the fulfillm * of plans may be 
punished by up to three years of imprisonment. 
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Ic ie important cto stringently fight against account-padding because the 
attempts to some dishonest officials to show a better situation than 
existe interfere with production development. 


Thies crime te dangerous to the society in that what is falsified is the 
data about the fulfillment of economic activity plans of a specific branch 
of national economy or the economic situation and development of a rayon. 
The falsification of accounting and bookkeeping interferes with the just 
distribution of materials and energy power. 


Criminal padding is committed then, when falsified are only those State 
accounts which reflect the data about the fulfillment of the plans. 
These are t!.e documents, State accounting forms confirmed by the Ce. (ral 
Statistics Administration, and bookkeeping accounting forms confirmed 
by the Ministry of Finance and the Central Statistics Administration. 


Most often this crime manifests itself by idding to the State accounts 
projects not actually done. Such violations are most widely spread in 
construction organizations, agriculture and some enterprises. 


E. Poskevicius, chief engineer of the Jurbarkas Mobile Mechanized Work 
Group, while head of the group and wishing to conceal the poor economic 
activities of the group, added 133,500 rubles for construction assembly 
projects which were not done. For this he was held criminally responsible 
and was sentenced by the People's Court. 


For falsifying the statistical data about a house being constructed in 
Mazeikiai, N. Griciovas, head of the Lithuanian administration of the trust 
"Tsentrospetsstroy," A. Morkvenas, of Siauliai Housing Construction Com 
bine, head of the building site in Mazeikiai, and work manager J. Grigonis, 
were held criminally responsible and sentenced by the People's Court with 
suitable penalties. 


For similar crime, the People's Court of Raseiniai rayon sentenced J. 
Preskienys, head of the Raseiniai llth Road Construction Administration. 


However, the State accounting is not only falsified by reporting projects 
not done. One of such violations is the concealment from the accounts of 
material values. 


The administration of the "Cirkliskis" sovkhoz-technical school of Svencio- 
nys rayon withheld 3,999 meters of water pipe, 410 kgm of varnish and 
enamel as well as other material from the statistical accounts concerning 
leftover materials. 


In the Jonava mechinical plant 6 tons of bronze intended for casting, 


3.5 tons of sheet meltal, 13 tons of wire, 85 square meters of construction 
glass and other materials were not reported in the accounts. 
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Similar violations were discovered in the Kapsukas wdustry A toma. ic 
Machine Plant in the "Zeimena" sovkhoz of Svenctonys .. yo , and ir ovme 
other enterprises, inetitutions and organizations of the ‘epuc ile. 


Such » olations interfere with the planning for fai dis’: ibution of m 

fal vr .curces, Furthermore, materials not reporte ‘s/wher ‘n che ac. ate- 
ing may easily be squandered and plundered. Therefore, such illegal 
"reservations" of material values must be stopped and the pereons commi - 
ing such crimes must be brought before the court for charges.

On discovering law viol. .. ©., these 
offices must take measures to identify the culprite and see that | ey are 
brought before the court, and that the material loss be reimburse i. 


However, it still happens that after discovering gross law violations the 
departmental and non-departmenta™ control offices do not transmit these 
materials to investigative offices, or transmit them inadequately pre- 
pared. Yet, the transmitting «crder is regulated in detail by the direc- 
tions and instructions of the | igher allied non-departmental control or- 
gans. 


After discovery that accounts have been falsified, the guilty persons or the 
material loss caused by these violations are not always identified. The 
inspection and audit reports lack concrete suggestions for the reasons why 
and under what «'rcumstances the v »'?tions have occured, how to avoid 

them, etc. The deliberations about these inspection and audit reports are 
still often restricted by the formally iscued statutes. 


Awards unjustly received are most olcen i , ced from the culprits; 
however, disciplinary ac.ivun is e'’thwr not taken a6) .i st them it all, or 
they are punished by only minimal a sciplinary penalti's. 


The ultimate monitoring, to see how the enterprises, ! s' ‘tu..0us, org. - 
zations and officials obey the law, is done by the prosecuting magistrate 
offices. 
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Many city and rayon public prosecutors, in carrying out the law providing 
punishment for falsifying statistical data--the magistratical monitoring-- 
maintain close relationships with nondepartmental control offices and 
regularly receive from them the data by which they decide the lawfulness 
in one or another enterprise. 


Law and order and the efforts of State control offices alone are not enough 
to stop the falsification of statistical accounts. The departmental con- 
trol offices of economic organizations, the bookkeeping offices, and the 
juridicial services should actively join the struggle against account 
padding and against other State account falsifications. The work col- 
lectives and their social offices and organizations should play a larger 
role.

WORKERS’ LNUILF REx lE AFFECTS DAIRY FARMS IN KIRG.ZIA 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIA in Russian 9 Feb 80 p 3 
[Article by N. Kiselev, correspondent: "Indifference Is Worse Than the Cold"| 


[Text] In the fall and winter months the productivity of cows in the 
sovkhoz "Kyzyl-kiya" of *he Naukatsk region has begun to drop sharply. Now 
they provide half as much milk for the dairy as they do in summer, "There is 
no feed, we are practically feeding the cattle on straw alone," they com- 
plain, the leaders of the enterprise are struck with belated concern. But, 
visiting the farms, we saw something unexpected: while there is an actual 
shortage of feed, an enormous amount is spoiling, being trampled into the 
manure. 


-The Ak-Bulak department. They have brought the silage to the cow 
sheds from which the brown cows have been led out to the exercise yards. 
Having armed themselves with forks, the milkmaids divide it into equal 
portions for the number of milk herds and have begun to haul it, filling 
up a large number of aprons and some sort of canvas panels. The children 
have actively helped the adults. Laying the silage down on the floor 
underfoot, the women begin to clean the food troughs of uneaten straw and 
hay mash. 


The remains are fairly extensive: it seems that the cows have not even 
eaten the feed that has been given them, but have only tossed about the 
contents of the troughs, trampling a portion of them into the dirt. 


In truth they have not eaten. The hay mash is of poor quality badly mixed 
with straw. The local specialists, it seems, have never heard of the fact 
that there are dozens of different ways of preparing staw for feeding, 
softening it, enriching it with various nutritional additives. They give 
it to the milk cows practically without softening it and thus it remains 
untouched. 
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The silage will also not be eaten completely. The fact is that there is 

no drinking water in the cow sheds. The beasts, having eaten a little sour 
ceed, suffer from thirst and stop eating. They water them later in the 
exercise yards, pouring water in the trough. It gets very cold, becomes 
covered with an icy crust. The cows, already shivering and frequently 
covered with frost, are not likely to consume much of it. 


The head livestock specialist of the sovkhoz Mamadzhan Sattarov is distressed 
about it. "But what can we do? The accomodations are old, water freezes 
in them, the pipes burst." 


Why aren't they heated? He explains that there are no building materials 
to work with. °* course they're in a tight spot. But that's not the only 
thing. One of the sheds in which they keep a milk herd of one hundred 
head, for example. needs neither lumber nor glass. It's cold inside 
because of cracks in the windows and doors. The boards of the ceiling are 
hanging down and fulling off. The workers of the farm walk past the holes 
in the windows and it occurs to uo one to plug up the cracks. 


Things are no better in the farm of the Keravansk department, where the 
breeding herd is concentrated. Maybe they're even worse. If in Ak-Bulak 
they obtain an average 6-7 killograms of milk per day, then here, from the 
high pedigreed animals, they get half as much. The brigade leader is dis- 
tressed: even the record holders Synyk-Myyuz and Ak-Myyuz are now "generously 
giving" only 5-6 kilograms. Like goats. . 


But how can you expect high productivity with such care and feeding? The 
breeding nucleus is being degraded. The breed heifers raised in the farm 

to improve the herd and the pure bred, outstanding young animals acquired 
elsewhere do not receive the necessary care and feeding and become emaciated. 
Hence come miscarriages and weak calves, from whom, if they are heifers, 

it is difficult to expect high milk yields in the future. 


The lack of hay, hay mash, silage caused by the poor work of the food pro- 
ducing sections of the covkhoz, as we see, is sharply aggravated by the 
poor management, indifference to the fate of the animals. Where are the 
sources of these? First of all, in our opinion, in the attitude of the 
head livestock specialist M. Sattarov. Instead of working in a modern way 
to raise the cultural level of the enterprise, he seeks various objective 
reasons, trying to escape responsibility. First, he says, that viliain, 
frost freeze: the water pipes, then those cows don't want to eat their 

hay mash. . . 


The party committee headed by Ch. D. Tzoyem also is not mobilizing the 
cattle breeders for the battle to pass a successful winter. The socialist 
competition on farms has been stipulated formally. We did not encounter 
here either stands on which were noted the results of the work of each 
milk maid, nor bright well-mounted poiitical agitation posters. It is 
true that in the centers there were some sort of blackboards on which were 
written the socialist obligations of individual cattle raisers, but they 
were last year's. In this atmosphere, the work of the conscientious 
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people spiritually committed to their work like Tazagul' Akhmatova, 
Marapat Zairova, Aysha Kormambekova, girls of the young komsomal brigade 
[zatatmnova, although recognized as better than those of others, does not 
become a moral example, support, or model for other cattle raisers. 


The position on dairy farms of the sovkhoz is unconditionally, critical, it 
requires intervention of the rayon organs. There is much which urgently 
needs to be changed in the organization of work, preparation of feed, to 
put an end to the lowering of productivity of the herd, to bring the 

cows through the winter healthy and not emaciated, to get from each a 
strong, vigorous posterity.
